P ittsburg, November 4 th .— Yesterday 
Thomas Owens, a carpenter, tell from off a 
root and broke his neck. In the course of 
the inquest on Owens' body, a fellow-car- 
penter named I’iper swore that Owens had, 
in conversation, said to him : “ I am very 
sorry for those Anarchists in Chicago, who 
are now iu jail charged with throwing 
bombs at the H aym arket riot. There were 
others outside who were more to blame 
than they. I was at the H aym arket riot, 
and am an Anarchist, and I say that I 
threw a bomb in that riot." Piper was cau­ 
tioned to keep the statem ent á secret, and 
for that reason he did not tell the story un­ 
til after the death of Owens. 


THE MATTER INVESTIGATED. 
P ittsbcbo, November 4th.—The singular 
story of the man Owens was made the sub­ 
ject of an investigation this afternoon. 
Air. Piper, who worked with Owens, said 
his testimony before the Coroner's inquest 
was substantially as reported, and then 
w ent on to tell that Owens had told him 
that he (Owens) was at the H aym arket 
meeting and had stood close to the man 
who threw the bomb. 
The story was told 
to Piper under a pledge of secrecv, which 
I ’iper kept until relieved of it by Owens' 
sudden death. 
An examination of the 
effects of the deceased shows in his trunk 
a num ber of letters, one of which was 
from his sister in Chicago, warning him to 
keep away from the Socialists, as they had 
been the cause of his trouble. 


RIDICULED AT CHICAGO. 
Chicago, November 4th.—The story from 
Pittsburg, with the alleged Anarchist sen­ 
sation, is smiled at here. It is full of in­ 
consistencies, and about the only basis 
there can be for it is that the man Owens 
was perhaps a member of one of the An­ 
archist groups and left Chicago in the gen­ 
eral exodus of those gentry after the Hay- 
inarket affair. 


WHAT SCHWAB SAYS. 
Michael 
Schwab, 
brother-in-law 
of 
Schnaubelt, was seen in the jail this even­ 
ing, and said that little reliance could be 
placed in the story. Schnaubelt’s only 
partner here was a machinist. H e is not 
an Anarchist, and is still in this city work­ 
ing at his trade. 


p i p e r ' s STORY COBEOBOBATED. 
P ittsburg, November 4tb. — Reporters 
who went to Homestead this evening in­ 
terviewed many residents of that village, 
and found two or three who claimed to 
have knowledge of Owens’ connection with 
the bomb-throwing. They neglected, how­ 
ever, to explain why they kept this to 
fhemselvos until now .'

Chicago, November 4th.—Captain Black 
and L. L. Oliver, of the Amnesty Associa­ 
tion. asked Mayor Roche for permission to 
circulate a petition at the street-corners in­ 
voking Executive clemency for the con­ 
demned Anarchists. The Mayor liad no 
objection, providing it was done in a proper 
m anner. Captain Black said this evening 
that he expected to go to Springfield on 
Monday with the petition. 
“ Such a petition as I shall carry,” said 
the Captain, " does not mean that the men 
renounce their principles; that they are 
down on their mnrrow-bones begging for 
mercy, or that they regard themselves as 
guilty of any crime. It will be complying 
w ith the law in the matter, and calling on 
Governor Oglesby to perform a judicial 
act.”

A C ARNIVAL O F BLO O D. 


une's Baltimore special says: A coal-oil 
stove exploded in W ashington street to­ 
day. An alarm of fire was sounded and a 
crowd collected in frcnt of the house. Mrs. 
Barbara Vogel, with her two children, 
aged respectively 2 and 4 years, occupied 
the third story of the house. W hen tbe 
engines arrived the woman was in bed with 
her children. She became frantic with 
fright, rushed to the window, threw up the 
sash and then clasping the little ones in 
her arm s kissed them passionately, while 
the astonished crowd stood below gazing at 
her wild actions. 
Finally, with a quick movement, she 
threw them, one after tbe other, as far out 
from the buildiDg as her strength would 
allow, and they plunged headlong through 
the air a distance of thirty-five feet. The 
horror-stricken spectators shuddered, but a 
couple of men rushed forward and caught 
the children before they reached the pave­ 
ment. The frantic mother then climbed 
upon ihe sill and was preparing to throw 
herself from the window when tbe specta­ 
tors shouted to her to desist. These cries 
caused her to pause for a moment and 
those below took advantage of the oppor­ 
tunity to tell her that the fire was out. She 
finally seemed to collect her senses and re­ 
tired from the window. The children were 
unhurt.

C A L IFO R N IA D ELICA CIES.

Lo uisville, November 4th.—A terrible 
tragedy was enacted in the western portion 
of this city last night, the awful results of 
which were not discovered until 10 o’clock 
this morning. At that hour Mrs. Mary 
Bruner, the mother of Mrs. Charles B. 
Brownfield, called at the residence of her 
daughter. 
No one answered her ring at 
the doorbell. 
After several ineffectual 
efforts, she went to the window of the little 
one-story frame cottage, raised it and threw 
open the shutter. The sight that met her 
gaze was 


HORRIBLE BEYOND DESCRIPTION. 
In tne middle of the door opening be­ 
tween the room occupied by her daughter 
and husband and their little daughter of 
eight or ten years, and that occupied by 
W illiam T. Bruner, a brother of Mrs 
Charles T. Brownfield, who resided with 
the family, was the body of her daughter's 
husband, suspended by a strap attached to 
the lintel and swaying to and fro slightly. 
A t the suicide’s back and on a bed in a 
dark corner reposed tbe body of William 
T. Bruner, with his throat cut from ear to 
ear. 
MOTHER AND CHILD MURDERED. 
Facing the self-murderer in the other 
room was another bed, upon which, stiff 
and in their blood, were the forms of his 
wife and nine-year-old child. Their heads 
were almost severed from their bodies. 
Beneath Brownfield's feet lay a razor, 
with which the awful deeds had been 
committed. Thebedclothing was drenched 
with blood, and the faces of the victims 
besmeared so that they were almost be 
yond recognition. 


THE MONSTER’S CONFESSION. 
On a bureau in the parior lay the fol­ 
lowing letter, dated at 6:30 a. m„ and writ­ 
ten by the murderer in an unusually legi­ 
ble h a n d : 
To all whom it man concern : I, Charles B. 
Brownfield. m urdered my dear wife and babe, 
also W. T. Bruner, my brother-in-law. 
I killed my wife and baby because 1 w aatired 
of life and did not w ant them left penniless iu 
th e world and no one to take care o f them . 
My cause lor peing tired of life is gam bling. 
Now let my brothers and friends take warning. 
I killed W. T. B m uer l>ecausc I did not think 
he was fit to live, and now I will m ake an at­ 
tem pt on m y own life. So. good-by, my father, 
brother and sister and friends and relatives. 
All Lake w arning. Good-by. 
Charles B. Brownfield.

SUSPENDED ANIMATION. 


J u stice F ie ld ’s Jstory o f An A ttem p t to 
A ssa ssin a te H im . 
[CopyrigJJ, 1SS7, ly the California Associated J’rcss.] 


W ashington, November 4th.—[Special.] 
—The only case in which a bona fide at­ 
tem pt was ever made on the life of a pres­ 
ent member of the Supreme Court, with 
an infernal machine, is related in a little 
book published for private circulation only 
and entitled, ” Personal Reminiscences of 
Early Days in California, 
with 
Other 
Sketches,” by Mr. Justice Stephen J. Field, 
in the following words : 
In October, 1SC3, I proceeded, as usual, to 
W ashington to attend the then approaching 
term of the Supreme Court, and thought no 
more of the case until my attention was called 
to it by a most extraordinary' circum stance. 
Just before leaving San Francisco Mr. Rulofson, 
a photographer of note, requested m e to sit for 
my ph.tograph, expressing a desire to add it to 
his gallery. I consented, and a photograph of 
large size was taken. As I w asleavingliis room 
he observed that lie Intended to m ake some 
pictures of a sm all size from it, and would send 
m e a few-copies. On th e m orning of the 13th 
of January following, at W ashington, líelos 
Lake, a law yer of distinction iu California, at 
one tim e a District Judge of the State, and 
then District Attorney of the United States, 
joined me, rem arking ns he did so that the a r­ 
rival of the C'aliioinia steam er at New York 
had been telegraphed, and he hoped that 1 hud 
received some letters for him . as he had di­ 
rected his letters to be forwarded to my care. I 
replied that w hen X left my room my messenger 
had not brought my m ail, but if he would ac­ 
com pany me there he would probably find it. 
Accordingly we proceeded to my room where, 
on a center-table, lay my m ail irom California, 
consisting of a large num ber ol letters and pa­ 
pers. Amoug them I noticed a sm all package 
about an inch and a half thick, three inches in 
breadth, and three and a h alf in length. It 
was addressed as follows, the words being 
printed: 
“ Hon. Stephen J. Field, W ashington, D. C., 
per steam er.” 
I t bore the stam p of tbe San Francisco post- 
otlice upon the address. My nam e had evi­ 
dently been cut from the California Reports, 
but the Avords ‘ W ashington, D. C.,” and “per 
steam er” lmd l>een taken from a newspaper. 
The slips were pasted on the package, cm the 
opposite side were the words, in p n n t, “ From 
Geo. H. Johnson's Pioneer Gallery, 063 and GG’J 
Clay street, San Francisco.” 
As I took up the package I remarked ha 
this must come from Rulofson. “ No,” I imme­ 
diately added, “ Rulofson has nothing to do 
with the Pioneer Gallery.” It then occurred 
to me that it 
MIGHT BE a CHRISTMAS PRESENT 
For my wife, recollecting at the moment that 
the mail came by the steamer which sailed 
from San Francisco about Christmas time. “ It 
may be,” I said to myself, “ a Christmas present 
for my wife. I w ill open it just tar enough to 
see, and if it be intended for her I will close it 
and forward it to New York,” where she w an at 
the time. I accordingly tore oil' the covering 
and raised the lid just tar enough to enable me 
to look inside. I was at once struck with the 
black appearance of the inside. “ What is ibis, 
Lake?” I said, addressing m yself to mv friend. 
Judge Lake looked over my shoulder’ into the 
the box. as I held it in my hands and at once 
exclaimed : 


“ IT IN A TORPEDO ! 
DON’T OPEN IT 1” 
I was startled by the suggestion, for the idea 
of a torpedo was the last thing in the world to 
occur to me. I immediately laid the package 
on the sill of the window, when it w as subjected 
to a careful inspection by ns both, so far as it 
could be made with the lid onlv an eighth of an 
inch open. Soon afterwards Judge Lake took 
the package to the Capitol, which was directly 
opposite my room, and to the office of the Clerk 
ot the Supreme Court, and showed it to one of 
the deputies. 
They dipped the package into Avatcr and left 
it to soak for some minutes. They then took 
it into the carriage-way under the steps leading 
to the Senate cnamber, and shieldidg them­ 
selves behind one of the columns, threw the 
box against the wall. The blow broke the 
hinge of the lid and exposed the contents of the 
murderous contrivance. 


IT WAS A VERITABLE INFERNA L -MACHINE. 
Twelve cartridges, such as are used iu a com­ 
mon pistol, about an inch iu length, lay im ­ 
bedded in a paste of some kind, covered with 
fulminating powder and so connected with a 
bunch of friction matches, a strip of sandpaper 
and piece of linen attached to the lid that on 
opening the box the matches would be ignited 
and the whole explode. 
The package was sent to the War Department 
and the officials returned a detailed account of 
the contents of the package. Between the out­ 
side covering and the box there were two or 
three folds of tissne paper, placed there no 
doubt to prevent the possibility of an explosion 
from stamping at the i’ostoffice or the striking 
against othe r packages during the vovage. 
On 
the inside ot the lid was pasted a slip cut from 
a San Francisco paper dated October 31, ISM, 
stating that on the day previous I had decided 
a ease of the city agaiiist the United S ta te s , in­ 
volving its claim to four square leagues of laud, 
and giving opening lines of my opinion. 
The writer goes on to say that General 
Halleck, then in command at San Fran- 
sco. under instructions from the Secretary 
of War, pur detectives of his department

blood. 
Two months ago the man went to 
town, where he is known as “. Indian I)ave,” 
and visited Dr. M. G. Grannis, the only 
physician in th e' village. 
He appeared 
greatly disturbed in mind, and told how 
his wife hail been dead, to all appearances, 
for many weeks previous. 
The physician 
¡taid no heed to the hali'-breed’s story, as 
lie thought he had become deranged. 
The 
Latter, however, succeeded in getting Eli 
W hittlesey to go to the physician the next 
day. 
This tim e Dr. Grannis consented to go 
to tlic mountain resort with Mr. W hit­ 
tlesey. 
A squalid hut, two miles from any 
road, was found. 
H ere “Indian Dave” 
and his wife lived for seventeen years. 
The woman, it was found, had been taken 
ill from exposure during the latter part of 
February. 
As near as can be learned she 
went into an unconscious condition, from 
which she showed no signs of waking for 
weeks. 
The half-breed liad doctored her 
with roots previous to this, and kept her 
condition a secret from everybody. This was 
easily accomplished, as no one hardly eYer 
visited his habitation. 
She continued to 
sleep day after day, taking no nourish­ 
ment, and haii wasted away until she is 
now almost a phantom. Dr. Grannis made 
every effort to bring her back to conscious­ 
ness, but they proved unavailing. 
The 
m atter was kept a secret until to-day, 
when it leaked out. 
Several prominent medical men have 
visited the woman secretly but could not 
properly diagnose the ease. 
Meanwhile 
the impassive object of their curiosity and 
attention lies in the bed. 
H er flesh lias 
become dry and rough, and her lips a deep 
purple. 
A small amount of milk is daily 
forced down her throat, the muscles of her 
face rem aining rigid the meanwhile. Dr. 
G rannis was seen at 6 o’clock to-night in 
this city. 
H e pronounces the case the 
most remarkable one on record. 
“ The 
woman don’t receive enough food to sus­ 
tain life, and in all probability she will 
not awaken from her sleep in this world. 
.She has been reduced from 210 pounds to 
a little over 90. 
The skin clings tightly 
to 
tlie 
bones. 
It 
is 
her 
great 
physical 
strength 
which 
eñabled 
her 
to m aintain life so long. 
As near as I can 
learn she has not opened her eyes once 
since her catalepsy occurred. 
The" Indian 
says, however, that she makes revelations 
once and oftentimes twice a week. 
I have 
been unable to be present at any of them, 
however. 
Up to date, as near as I can 
learn from tlie badly scared husband, the 
woman has beer, in her present conditions 
for one hundred and eighty days.”

Dr. G rannis’ statem ent, he having visited 
the woman at the lattor’s suggestion. 
lie 
says he has never before seen anything 
like it.

CAPTAIN LEES UNBOSOMS HIM SELF. 
Captain Lees, the next witness, testified 
that he went to the County Jail, in com­ 
pany with the Sheriff and Assistant Dis­ 
trict Attorney K irk and detective Hogan, 
and made a thorough search of Dr. Bowers’ 
cell. 
Did not find anything to throw light 
on the Benhayon case. 
Witness learned 
that Dimmig had bought a bill of drugs 
from Langley A Michaels for Dr. C. Fells. 
He searched Dimruig’s house two nights 
ago. Dimmig made no objection. Found 
some things purchased from Langley A 
Michaels. 
Had Langley & Michales’ dupli­ 
cated bill of goods sold to Dimmig for Dr. 
Fells. This is as follow s: 
Mortar and 
pestle, two graduated measuring glass: 
mirror, bottle olive oil, decanter, bottle of 
glycerine, a pound of insect nowder, an 
ounce of hydrocyanic acid and three small 
bottles of vasoline. 
After this had an interview with Dimmig, 
who admitted buying the articles on the 
10th of October. He said Dr. Fells was the 
man he m et at Livermore in 1884. Dim­ 
mig m et Fe!l3 in this city, at the Oberon 
saloon, when he asked Dimmig to buy him 
the bill of goods mentioned. 
W hen asked 
about the articles found at his house, Dim­ 
mig said that when he took the goods to 
Fells at the Oberon, Fells did not care for 
some of the articles and gave them to him. 
It has been ascertained that no Dr. Fells 
ever lived at Livermore, and only one Dr. 
Fells existed in the United States, at Cin­ 
cinnati. 
A MYSTERIOUS LETTER. 
Dr. Stanton then read the following let 
ter received at his office yesterday: 
Cit y , November 2 ,18S7. 
P)r. Stanton: As I can’t allbrd the notoriety, 
I will at least reduce the poison list by sendiiig 
you tlie original package of prussic acid Mr. 
Dimmig purchased for me, w ith other goods, 
about a m onth ago, to wit: Price’s glycerine, 
sweet oil, m inim m easure, graduate, m ortar, 
etc. Bil} am ounted to SIS 50. 
Yours, etc..

W ith this letter there also came a pack­ 
age containing a bottle of hvdrocvanic acid 
—a fac-simile of the one sold by Langley & 
Michaels. The object in sending the letter 
and package to the Coroner yesterday can­ 
not be divined. 


WHAT BOWERS' CELL PANNED OUT. 
Captain Lees then continued : 
H ad a 
thorough search made in Dr. Bowers’ cell, 
and found two graduating glasses, one bot­ 
tle of Price’s glycerine, and some insect 
powder. H ad every drug store in this 
city, Alameda, Saucelito 
and Oakland 
visited, bnt conld gain no information of 
any cyanide having been sold to Benhayon. 
Mrs. Zeising freely consented to allow 
detectives to search her rooms, which they 
did thoroughly. They found nothing to 
connect Mrs. Zeising with the case. 
In 
Dimniig's room on Market street some 
papers were found that seemed to be can­ 
vassing instructions. 


BOWERS ON THE STAND. 
Dr. J. Milton Bowers was brought from 
the County Jail. Knew Dimmig, but not 
very intim ately. Dimmig had not been at 
tbe jail to see him in the past two months. 
Neither had Mrs. Dimmig. 
H e said he had 
the glycerine in his cell since last July. 
It 
was brought to him by Mrs. Zeising. 
Had had the graduate for over a year. 
Had taken glycerine instead of sugar in tea 
and cocoa, as sugar acini tied on the stomach. 
Did not know Dr. Fells, and never heard 
the name. H e said the glycerine was some 
he had left from his practice. H ad not 
received any olive oil. Received his letters 
through means which he refused to dis­ 
close. 
Sometime they came through Mrs. 
Zeising, and sometimes not. 
Never wrote 
to Dimmig. Always destroyed letters as 
soon as he read them. 
If he could not do 
ar.y better be chewed them up. 
MBS. ZEISING EXPLAINS. 
Mrs. Zeising testified that she took some 
glycerine to Bowers about the middle of 
July. 
She took the graduate a long time 
ago,did not remember exactly when. 
She 
brought the mortar ovei a year ago. Never 
saw the package sent to the Coroner yes­ 
terday. Never wrote a letter to Coroner 
Stanton. Took insect powder to Dr. Bow­ 
ers at the beginning of his incarceration.

Gunipel, the writingexpert, continued his 
testimony this evening, He was even more 
pronounced than formerly in his opinion 
that w hat purported to be the confession 
of Benhayon was a forgery. H e gave nu­ 
merous examples where the differences 
were to be found. Samples of Dimmig’s 
writing were submitted to him. He stated 
that there was no resemblance between 
them and the writing of the confession. 
M. Horton, a writing teacher and expert 
of wide experience, had examined some of 
the papers in the case, but n ft very thor­ 
oughly. As far as he had gone, he was of 
the opinion that Benhayon wrote the con­ 
fession. 
Mr. Horton was very positive in 
stating his belief. 
Adjourned until 2 p. m. to-morrow.

Many interesting stories could be told 
of the cascarone balls of the past, but only 
one will be mentioned as an instance of 
tlie popularity of this peculiar feature of 
the balls. 
On one occasion, at a ball given 
at tbe residence of Don Jose Abrego, in 
Monterey, Cal., 
l’ete Serrano, then a 
muchacho, was on hand selling cascarones. 
A gentleman approached and asked what 
he would take for his cascarones. 
“ One dollar a dozen,” was the answer. 
“ How many have you?” was the next 
inquiry. 
“ Forty dozen.” 
“ All right, I’ll take them .” 
Taking tlie basket he started down the 
hall, hut had not taken a dozen stap- when 
he was surrounded by a number of young 
ladies, and in a moment all hands were 
diving into the basket, coming out with 
double handfuls and crashing them on his 
head, while he manfully strove to return 
a few of the complimen'ts he received. 
In 
five minutes not one of the forty dozen 
cascarones remained whole. 
_ 1 he modus operandi of cascarone mak­ 
ing is very simple, and about as follows: 
Into an empty eggshell—whole, except for 
an opening in one end just large enough to 
remove the original contents—i> placed 
about y teaspoonful of finely chopped paper 
of various bright colors and gold tinsel ; 
then the opening is neatly closed by past­ 
ing a piece of colored paper over it, and 
then the cascarone is all ready for use. 
In 
Mexico, in the good old times, gold dust 
mixed with diamond dust was often used 
to fill the eggshells at the swell fandangoes 
given liy the old grandees. 
And it is done 
occasionally nowadays by some of the 
wealthy old dons who wish todo the thing 
up in style. 
Another way of filling tbe shells was to 
use finely perfumed powder, and sometimes 
rare and costly perfumes were used. 
Very 
often the shells were beautifully decorated 
and sometimes hand-painted. 
Iu Mont­ 
erey, before the decline of the eust >m, the 
shells were often colored in fanciful de­ 
signs, like Easter eggs, and at other times 
tastefully decorated with different colors of 
paper. 
Chopped paper and tinsel were 
usually put in the shells, but on more than 
one occasion gold dollar pieces were used 
—one in each shell. 
Spiced candy was 
often used, and sometimes powder and per­ 
fumery. 
Housewives religiously save the 
shells of all the eggs they use and put 
them away until cascarone season comes 
around. 
In cascarone breaking it is not necessary 
that one should be acquainted—in fact, it 
is a sort of “ mashing” proceeding all 
through. 
Tlie act of breaking a cascarone 
ou another’s head is to be considered a 
compliment by the recipient, who is in 
honor bound to return it at the first oppor­ 
tunity. 
The proper way to break them is 
to crush the shell in the hand over the 
person's head, allowing its content.- to fall 
on the head. 
In the excitement, however, 
the shell is more frequently broken ou the 
head, regardless of locality or force used, 
and is oftentimes suggestive of anything 
hut amiable feeling on the part of the be- 
stower. 
\\ hen the ice is broken by some 
adventurous maiden or plucky man the 
contagion soon spreads, and in a very 
short time everybody is chasing around 
the room breaking cascarones indiscrimi­ 
nately and receiving them from all sides. 
These mock battles usually occur between 
dances.—Enhanye. 


A n A f f e c t i o n a t e H u s b a n d .—A Pa­ 
risian workman named Barthes invited his 
better half to look down a well. 
W hen 
she did so he pushed her in. 
Tlie woman, 
on coming to the surface of the water, 
shrieked for help.

MATTERS IN OLD MEXICO. 


THE GOOD FRAY MARTIN VALEN­ 
CIA AND HIS CAVE. 


W o n d e r fu l Im a g e o f C h r ist—P o ­ 
litic a l T ro u b les B r e w in g B e ­ 
tw e en C h u rch a n d S ta te .

Amec a-meca, Mexico, Oct. 26, 1887. 
This old, old town, which was flourish­ 
ing at its best a century before Columbus 
discovered America, increases in interest 
on closer acquaintance, and the longer one 
remains here the harder it becomes to tear 
one’s-self away. Traditions abound, and 
besides historical and archioologieal inter­ 
est, a halo of religions sentiment pervades 
the place. 
Immediately back of Ameca-nieca, rising 
from the midst of a great, green valley of 
the same name—a veritable Sleepy Hol­ 
low, surrounded by hills and over shad- 
•Vred by the twin volcanoes—rises the 
Sacre-monte, like a huge wart, several hun­ 
dred hundred feet above the plain. 
In 
this land of mountains nearly every city 
has its calvary, or Holy H illh u t next to 
Guadalupe, near the City of Mexico, this 
of Ameca-meea is most prominent in the 
religious history of Mexico. 
The famous 


FRAY MARTIN VALENCIA— 
One of the country’s “ twelve apostles”— 
once lived in a cave in the heart of the 
Sacre-monte. 
The Indians, far and near, 
greatly loved tliis good Father, and every 
year immense crowds made a pilgrimage to 
this rocky sanctuary. 
It i« related that 
the pious Fray tamed the wildest animals 
ot the adjacent bights, as well as the little 
creatures of thi woods, so that they all 
came at his bidding, and even lived with 
him in tlie cavern. 
The birds, too, knew 
the gentle Father, and gathered in great 
numbers to sing their sweetest songs at the 
entrance to his gloomy abode. 
He died at 
last, in a village forty miles away, whither 
he had gone on an errand of mercy; Put the 
Indians brought his body, in solemn pro­ 
cession, to the .Sacred 
Mountain, and 
buried it in bis cavern-home, which has 
now liecome the camarilla of a shrine. 
Within this dim little chamber is a fear­ 
fully realistic image of the dead Christ, 
which—so says tradition—was placed there­ 
by Fray Martin himself as early as 1527. 
Another legend asserts that a burro (Mex­ 
ican donkey), carrying images to the ca­ 
thedral at Puebla, broke away from his 
master and found his way to' this cave, 
where he patiently waited for some days, 
with the dead Christ upon his back, till 
Father Martin came and unloaded him; 
and so the good Fray believed that the 
mule was divinely sent to deposit the 
image in this particular shrine. 
Like others near to Nature’s heart, 
whose uncultivated minds are like fallow 
fields, these simple people furnish excel­ 
lent soil for the growth of superstitions. 
A tiny seed of it, once sown in their fertile 
imaginations, speedily attains such sturdy 
growth that nothing can uproot it. Doubt­ 
less such was the case with the denizens of 
Nazareth, J udea and Galilee, some eighteen 
centuries and a half ago. 
The dead Christ aixtve referred to is cer­ 
tainly a marvelous work, being the lightest 
life-size image in the world, for, though 
large as a man, it weighs scarcely two 
pounds! 
It is believed to have been made 
of the pith of corn-stalks prepared and ce­ 
mented by some sort of gum impqpvious to 
the atmosphere; hut by whom it was 
made, or l.y what mysterious 
human being knows. 


a time, eating and sleeping in that inferno, 
after which they are hauled up and their 
places supplied by others. 
It is said that 
in a short time their teeth fall out, and the 
hair drojts off their heads like bristles 
from a scalded pig, and the man who goes 
down in the stoutest of ox-hide boots and 
the strongest of new clothes, comes up at 
the end of the month in the dilapidated 
condition of Rip Van Winkle after his 
twenty years’nap. 


THE SITUATION IN MEXICO 
Between the Church and Liberal parties— 
the clerical and anti-clerical—now absorbs 
all the other [lolitical divisions of this al­ 
leged republic, and is of the greatest con­ 
sequence to Americans located iiere. 
To 
the Mexican leaders it is no new question, 
hut the more importunate presentation of 
an old and determined one, that has 
existed ever since the Church faction 
(which is 
really the old Maximilian 
party), went down under the iron hand of 
Juarez, the first great Liberal. 
By this 
time ail might have been well in the 
country had not the anti-clerical party 
overdone the business of “ Liberalism ” by 
actual oppression of its opponents. 
Not 
only has Church property been ruthlessly 
confiscated to the uses of the Government, 
and in many eases given to governmental 
favorites for private uses, till sanctuaries 
once the richest are reduced to poverty— 
not only were nuns and monks turned 
homeless into the streets, compelled to for­ 
sake their holy orders or leave the country 
forthwith, and the wearing of their re­ 
ligious habits forbidden on pain of impris­ 
onment, while Turks, Hottentots, or anv 
otlur heathen «ere at liberty to appear in 
what, ver garb they 
pleased—not only 
were all religious processions prohibited, 
and the ringing of church liell forbidden, 
except at intervals prescribed by the anti­ 
clerical Government—hut law has followed 
law, and edict succeeded edict, curtailing 
the most common privileges of the clergy 
even those which are free to anybody else 
within the border of this land, falsely de­ 
dicated to Dios y Libertad—“ God and 
Liberty.” 
On the 15th of October a hill was pre­ 
sented in the Mexican Congress, by which 
the privileges of the clergy of all "denomi­ 
nations are still further restricted. 
It re­ 
lates particularly to the holding of prop­ 
erty for religious purposes, ami provides 
that a church not regularly used for pub­ 
lic worship may be confiscated at any 
time, on the “ denouncement ” of any pri­ 
vate party, and sold at public auction— 
part of the proceeds falling to the State 
and the rest to the denouncer. 
The qu.nl nuncs are looking for the cul­ 
mination of difficulties on the 12th of De­ 
cember next, when the annual procession 
to the shrine of Guadalupe takes place. 
If the present bitter feeling is not allayed, 
or if an attempt to stop the procession is 
made, a pitched battle is likely to ensue.

EVERY YEAR, DURING HOI.Y WEEK, 
Ameca-meca is crowded to its utmost ca­ 
pacity by thousands who come long dis­ 
tances on pilgrimages to the shrine. Then 
the sacred image is taken out of its dim 
camarilla ami brought reverently down the 
mountain to be exhibited at a grand fiesta 
in the village church. 
At any rate, this 
was done every holy week for more than 
three hundred and fifty years—a kind of 
Passion 
[day being performed in the 
church similar to that at Ober Ammer- 
gau—until in 1886, when, for the first time 
in all that long jierind, Fray Martin’s 
dead Christ remained in its shrine, in ac­ 
cordance with the new law of the Liberal 
party, prohibiting religions processions and 
forbidding priests, nuns, et ah, to appear 
upon the streets in sacerdotal robes, or in 
other garb prescrilied by Romish orders. 
In the old days the return of the sacred 
image to its cavern shrine in the darkness 
of Good Friday night up the winding 
causeway of the mountain among the 
sighing pines, accompanied by a vast pro­ 
cession of Indians with torches, priests, 
nuns, monks and acolytes, in their respect­ 
ive habits, must have furnished a spectacle 
as strange as dramatic; hut now, unfortu­ 
nately, no longer to be seen in Mexico. 
A great many winding pathways inter­ 
sect the sacred mountain, besi’des the 
broad causeway of stone and mortar which 
leads to the antique chapel on the sum­ 
mit. 
Along this causeway are fourteen 
stations of the cross, representing the inci­ 
dents of our Savior's journey to Calvary. 
Devout pilgrims make the entire ascent 
over the rough stones on their knees, which 
must, indeed, lie a penance of unusual se­ 
verity, for we, though exjiert at mountain 
climbing, 
found 
ourselves 
decidedly 
“ winded” by going rip on foot. 
A portion of the causeway is of adobe 
(lay, and here thousands of pious pilgrims 
have tarried to moisten the earth and im­ 
print thereon the mark of their own hands 
and feet, with the sign of the Cross upon 
them, 
fh e clay thus molded has sun­ 
baked to the hardness of brick, and now 
looks odd enough tatooed witli 
the im­ 
press of fingers and toes. 
Besides this en­ 
during iccord of their faith, pilgrims are 
in the habit of hanging hairs from their 
heads, or rags from the garments, upon the 
branches of wayside trees, to insure to 
themselves good luck, thus fringing the 
route like a rag-picker’s paradise.

Ameca-meca got its first genuine shak­ 
ing tq, during the great earthquake of 
188-1. 
Lven the saints were tumbled out 
of niches where they had reposed in peace 
for centuries, and for several hours the 
dreamy old 
town 
seemed 
thoroughly 
aroused Irotn 
its comatose 
condition. 
M ithin the last year a plan has been set 
on foot which promises to transform this 
Sleepy Hollow into a place of great com­ 
mercial importance.

The more intelligent Catholics—those 
whose religious zeal is not so great as to 
destroy all patriotic impulse, or whose 
personal or political aggrandizement ¿oes 
not depend on the restoration of the Church 
party—will be found in the anti-Clerical 
ranks. 
It will not be more a Catholic and 
anti-Catholic contest, than a contest be­ 
tween Catholics, as to whether the Church 
shall again absorb and control the coun­ 
try, or concern itself only with the spirit­ 
ual afliiirs of the people. 
Certainly it is an uncontrovertablc fact 
that since the overthrow of the old Church 
regime, Mexico has advanced more than 
she had done in a century before; and 
that, for the first time in her history. 
Mexico is beginning to hold up her head 
among the nations of the earth. 
Restora­ 
tion/if the Clerical party to power would 
mean a prompt engufilng in total destruc­ 
tion of all the great American interests in 
Mexico, if not a clash of arms between this 
country and the United States; therefore 
every American here, whatever may be his 
religious proclivities, will he found on the 
anti-Church side. 
In this connection it may he mentioned 
that a very grave difficulty is apprehended 
in the appointment of a successor to the 
late Thomas Courtland Manning, as 


UNITED STATES MINISTER TO MEXICO. 
It seems that President Cleveland is 
bound by a promise to Thomas B. Connery, 
Secretary of the American Legation in the 
City of Mexico, to raise him (Connery) to 
the position of Minister, in the event of 
Mr. Manning’s promised resignation. 
Mr. 
Connery is one of the most bigoted Catho­ 
lics; carrying his religious devotion so far 
that it is said he refused to speak to his 
brother for weeks, on account of some dif­ 
ferences of opinion which arose between 
them in discussing the tenets of their faith. 
What diplomatic complications may ensue 
in the event of such a man being made the 
representative of American interests here, 
none can foresee. 
The Church party be­ 
ing at present actively engaged in fer­ 
menting a strong sentiment against Presi­ 
dent Diaz, it is doubtful if his administra­ 
tion would welcome very cordially a Minis­ 
ter whose religious bias Ls so strongly on 
the side of the opposition. 
Now that the 
Liberal party have determined that Diaz 
shall he his own successor, though the Con­ 
stitution must he changed to allow it, anil 
the Church faction, as well as a great num­ 
ber of anti-Catholics, are equally deter­ 
mined that he shall not be re-elected, a 
complication is presented, by no means en­ 
couraging to a diplomat who is not com­ 
mitted to one side or the other, as is Mr. 
Connery. 
Judge Manning was greatly respected 
here for his dignified and vigilant course, 
and his influence with the Mexican Gov­ 
ernment has rarely been exceeded. 
He 
was a man who would have attracted at­ 
tention in any crowd, or at any court. 
Over six feet in bight and admirably pro­ 
portioned, with a clean-sliaven, powerful 
face and well-balanced head, he looked 
the horn orator, advocate and diplomat, 
highly educated and exceptionally intelli­ 
gent, fie was both honest and ambitious, 
and added to these attractions a faultless 
social demeanor—a refinement of courtesy 
tinctured with earnest cordiality—the 
heritage of his Southern ancestry, Though 
so short a time in Mexico, he 
had 
thoroughly mastered the Spanish lan­ 
guage, and the United States never had a 
more worthy and efficient representative. 
At the time of his death he had just passed 
his sixtieth year. 
He had no sons to per­ 
petuate Ills name, but leaves a wife" and 
three married daughters.

“ He was onct,” said Mose, “ but lie 
ain’t now. He’s got too proud. He’s done 
had der imperdence to sot himself up for a 
coon dog.” 
To the country negro the bight of ca­ 
nine excellence is a good coon dog. 
The 
greatest prize in the Queen’s register is a 
second-rate animal compared to this peer­ 
less creature. 
And all the sjtorts in the 
world, from base-ball to a colored camp- 
meeting horse-race, cannot equal a first- 
class coon hunt. 
It has not been many 
years since the number of coon skins 
tacked to a man’s barn door ¡11 the back­ 
woods districts was one of the tilings by 
which his importance was estimated. 
The sport still remains. 
It does not 
flourish as it once did, hut there is enough 
of the old-time enthusiasm left to make 
Maryland coons cautious about life. These 
cool, crisp nights, with just enough light 
to add weirdness to the experience, arc 
capitally adapted to the sport. 
There were three of us fresh from the 
city, and when we told Uncle Ephraim 
(pronounced by his family Uncle Efrum, 
and generally abbreviated Uncle Eph) 
that we wanted to go with him 011 a hunt, 
he did not seem to take the suggestion. 
Veteran coon hunters have no fondness for 
greenhorns, and at least two of us belonged 
to that category. 
“Is you willin’ to wade froo briers an’ 
mud and stay out till daylight ?” he asked. 
“We are.”' 
" 
“Berv well, gent’men, licry 
you git too much of it it won’t 
man’s doin’.” 
Eight o’clock was the hour agreed upon, 
and at S:30 everybody was ready. 
We, of 
course, had on the worst clothes that we 
could get. 
Eph was accompanied by three 
colored men and four coon dogs—thick- 
jointed, muscular, short-legged animals of 
more activity and noise 
than beautv. 
These dogs kept up a ceaseless harking, 
and when the start was made they liounded 
away in full cry. 
W ith this noise and the 
“Hi ! H i! There!” ofEph, and-the banter 
of the other negroes, things were lively 
and exhilarating. 
A coon-hunting party spurns the con­ 
ventionalities of civilization sucli as roads 
and gates. 
From the start our progress 
was a great hurdle-race over fences, ditches 
and logs. 
We plunged on through the 
corn-field with stout hearts and stumbling 
feet._ The young darkies rushed ahead, 
turning somersaults and 
making prize 
jumps like the acrobats that they were. 
When they got tired of that they un­ 
bosomed their souls in song, with the 
yelping of the dogs for a chorus : 


De ole m an coon am a sly ole cuss, 
Git erlong eoon dog now, 
'E n de lady coon am a leetle bit wuss, 
Git erlong coon dog now. 


Oh, we hunts 'em w hen dc night gits dark, 
Git erlong coon dog now, 
’El) dey runs w hi n dey hear de big dogs bark, 
Git erlong coon dog now. 


But, 'deed, Mister C0011, it’s no use to try, 
Git erlong coon dog now, 
For when we comes out you'se got to die. 
Git erlong cooa dog now. 


And so 011 until Eph called a halt. 
He 
«•as too old in experience to throw away 
all his energy at the start. 
H e kne«- that 
it would lie needed before the night was 
over, and he cautioned everybody else to 
that effect. 
Then he proceeded to tell us 
about coons. 
A coon, he said, was the 
cleverest animal 011 four legs, 
lie is as 
cunning as a fox, as patient as Job and as 
strong as iron, 
lie has more tricks than a 
wardpolitician, and more staying powers 
than a mule. 
His trail wits cold and scent­ 
less. 
He led his pursuers through the 
thickest parts of the swamp and deep hol­ 
lows, crossed and recrossed streams, stopped 
a dozen feet from a tree, sprung through 
the air, hit the tree, glided up to tlie long­ 
est branch, and leaped five or six yards to 
the ground again, breaking the scent and 
putting the dogs to the necessity of hunt­ 
ing it again. 
The coon had a" trick for 
every emergency, and it must lie a very 
bright dog, with the keenest of noses, who 
could follow his devious path.

The dogs seemed to go in half a dozen cir­ 
cles and to plunge through tlie meanest 
part of the swamp, hut we followed as if 
our lives depended upon it. 
Eph was 
ahead and his sixty years appeared like so 
many feathers on his excited head. 
At 
last we reached a black gum tree, some­ 
what isolated in the depths of the woods. 
The dogs were under it and barking furi­ 
ously. 
“Ob, ain’t dis luck?” said Eph. 
“Got 
you a’ready, Mister Coon. 
Oh ! H o! Ho ! 
Ho! One o’ you niggers— Bill—climb de 
tree. 
Boys, git ver clubs. 
H o! Ho! Mis­ 
ter Coon! Shake him on dis side. 
Uood- 
bv, M ister Coon ! 
Hurry up. 
Now come 
erlong, Mister Coon. 
Wow!” 
The excitement was at fever heat. 
The 
noise of the dogs, the ecstacy of Eph, the 
hubbub of the boys, the applause of its all, 
made a pandemonium that should have 
scared un ordinary coon to death. 
We 
«•ere all ready for the fray. 
Bill had 
climlied well up in the tree. ’ 
“Uncle Eph,” he stopiied to sav, “ lie's a 
blister.” 
* ’ 
“Bless goodness! Siiake hard! Let him 
come!” 
One shake and no result. 
A second 
shake, and down conies a mass of activity 
as suddenly as one of Jove's thunderbolts. 
It pitches on its fuur legs. 
In a twinkle 
thero is a rush for it—men, dogs and clubs 
—all against one mad, snapping coon. 
It 
is a fierce combat, despite its one-sidedness. 
The coon fights like a tiger. 
It bites 
one of the dogs, it eludes the descending 
clubs, it liears its part in thev melee like a 
hero; but its eflorts cannot last: the odds 
are too great, and just as it pauses one brief 
instant for breath a club hits it squarelv on 
the head and leaves it dead. 
Uncle Ephraim leaned hack against tlie 
tree and caught his breath. 
The rest of 
us wiped the perspiration off our brows 
and sat down on the bushes. 
The dogs, 
too, looked as if a little rest would be wel­ 
come. 
That one coon had given seven 
msn and four dogs just about as much as 
they wanted to attempt, hut, «hanks be to 
fortune, victory and a 17-pound coon were 
ours. 
Our other experiences during the 
night were somewhat similar, except' that

BEECHER’S SUCCESSOR. 


L y iu an A b b o tt, 
T e m p o ra ry P a s to r 
o f 
P ly m o u th C h u rc h , B ro o k ly n . 
The Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott, temporary 
pastor of Plymouth Church, Brooklyn, 
will take tlie pulpit the first Sunday in 
November, and continue in it until a "suc­ 
cessor for Mr. Beecher is found. 
He has 
been living in tlie village of Cornwall, 
N. V., and preaching in the little church 
there. 
This eminent minister was horn at Rox- 
ford, Mass., in 1835. 
He graduated from 
tlie University of New York in 1854, and 
studied law, and in 1858 began to practice. 
From law lie turned to theology, and, after 
being ordained a minister in I860, accepted 
the Congregational Church in Terre Haute, 
Ind., as his first charge, in 1861. 
This he 
retained till 1866, when lie resigned to go 
to 
New 
York 
as 
Secretary 
of the 
Freedman’s Union. 
In 1869 he resigned 
the pastorate of tiie New England Church 
in New York to become the literary editor 
of the “ Literary Record” in Harper's 
Magazine, at the same time conducting the 
Illustrated Christian Weekly. H is published 
works include bis “ Life of Beecher,” 
“ Jestisof Nazareth; His Life and Teach­ 
ings," 
“ Old 
Testament Shado«rs 
and 
New Testament Truths,” “ A Dictionary 
of 
Bible 
Knowledge,” 
“ For Family 
Worship,” “ A Layman’s Story,” “ In Aid 
of Faith,” and “ Illustrated Commentaries 
on the Xe«- Testament.” 
He also edited 
t«'o volumes of the Rev. Henry Ward 
Beecher’s sermons, and also “ Morning and 
Eveiling Exercises of Mr. Beecher.” 
Dr. 
Abbott has written several pamphlets, the 
most notable of which is entitled “ The 
Results of Emancipation in the United 
States.” 
11 is friendship for Henry Ward Reecher 
began in 1854, while lie was attending law 
school In New York and sitting in Plym­ 
outh Church Sundays. When Air. Beecher 
undertook the editorship of the Christian 
Union he asked Mr. Abbott to take the 
managing editorship. 
This offer was de­ 
clined, as Mr. Abbott was then busy in 
pastoral work in Ne«- York, hut he did 
become a contributor to the periodical, 
writing editorials and various other arti­ 
cles, until he assumed tlie editorial con­ 
duct of the Illustrated Christian Weekly, 
and «-rote the “ Record ” in Harper's 
Magazine. 
He sat in the same Congrega­ 
tional Association with Mr. Beecher, and 
when the Plymouth Church Council was 
held, in which the New York and Brooklyn 
Association cleared Mr. Beecher of the 
charges made against him by Theodore Til­ 
ton, he went « ith the majority and refused 
to join thescceding Manhattan Association, i 
After the Beecher trial was over, Mr. Ab­ 
bott was again invited to liecome associated 
with Mr. Beecher in the editorship of 
the Christian 
Union. 
As he «-as free 
from pastoría! charge he accepted tlie 
invitation, and became associate editor. 
When Mr. Beecher resigned his editor­ 
ship, in 1881, Mr. Abbott took his place, 
and has held it ever since. 
The eminent minister « lio succeeds Mr. 
Beecher in the pastorate of Plymouth 
Church is tall and slight, bnt wiry and 
erect. 
His face is thoughtful and kindly, 
and exceedingly capable, 
lie has deep- 
set, dark eyes and long black lieard. 
In an interview «ith tlie representative 
of a Brooklyn ne«-spaper Dr. Abbott said 
lately : 
“ The congregation of Plymouth 
Church is very wise not to put a permanent 
pastor in now, for there will inevitably be 
a great falling ofT of the congregation and 
receipts, and that would discourage a per­ 
manent pastor and injure his prestige, 
lt 
is better to let that happen while I am 
temporary pastor, and then let a young 
man come in «‘hile the church is 011 bed­ 
rock and build it up again.”— Chicago Inter­ 
Ocean. 


Sacramento, which is readable and replete 
with information for strangers, 
lie says: 
Sacramento is the capital city of Cali- 
m _ 
fornia. 
It is situated at the confluence of i 
the American and Sacramento rivers, ninetv 
miles by rail easterly from San Francisco, 
and from ten to eighteen miles westerly 
from the lower foothills of theSicria range. 
We assume that the intelligent reader is 
informed concerning its early history-—the 
present purpose is to speak of it as it is. 
Topographically the city is situated very 
nearly in the center of tlie State ; and for "a 
political seat could not lie better located for 
theconvenieneeof the people of California. 
The city has a population of thirty thou­ 
sand souls. Its municipal area is something 
in excess of four square miles. 
Fully two- 
thirds of this is compactly built. 
Its 
streets are broad, heavily shaded, and 
attord admirable drives. 
In its homes, 
Sacramentans take pardonable pride, since 
for beauty of surroundings, floral «-ealth 
and choice foliage their equals are few. 
The city is admirably related by rail­ 
roads to the trade and transportation inter­ 
ests of the coast. 
Tlie California and Ore­ 
gon Railroad leads hence northward; the 
Central Pacific east to the transmontano 
regions, the California Pacific 011 the west 
side of the Sacramento river connects tlie 
city «-ith San Francisco and its upper 
suburban towns and cities; the Western 
Pacific connects it with the San Joaquin 
Valley, the Southern Pacific leading to 
the Gulf of Mexico, and by continuation 
from Lathrop makes a second connection 
with San Francisco, and by branch lines 
«ith the Santa Clara Valley. 
The Sacra­ 
mento Valley and l ’lacerville line leads 
from the capital city to the El Dorado 
Sierras, and in a few weeks «-ill make Pla- 
cerville its terminus. 
Feeders to the great 
Central lines connect Sacramento to Ama­ 
dor, Nevada, Colusa and Calaveras coun­ 
ties. 
By navigation on the Sacramento 
river, the city has trade relations with the 
entire tier of river counties. 
Sacramento is liberally endowed with 
churches, and maintains one of the largest 
and best equipped school systems, supple­ 
mented by several private educational in­ 
stitutions. 
One of these, the Sacramento 
School of Design, occupies the E. B. 
Crocker Art Gallery, a superb building 
presented to the city by Mrs. E. 1!. 
Crocker, and valued, with its collection of 
oil paintings, at about six hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars. 
The State capítol, 
situated in the heart of tlie city, is a classi­ 
cal structure, erected at a cost of upwards 
of three millitfn of dollars. Brevity forbids 
reference to numerous otiier public build­ 
ings of importance, libraries, confraternal 
temples, academies, hospitals, etc. 
The 
Central Pacific Railroad shops in this city 
are the largest mechanical works upon 
the coast, and give employment to nearly 
two thousand skilled and unskilled work­ 
men. 
The trade of Sacramento aggregates in its 
jobbing branches about sixty million dol­ 
lars annually, and extends throughout all 
the central and northern and mountain 
sections, and the adjacent States and Ter­ 
ritories. 
Because of the minimized fixed 
capital required, centrality of location, ter­ 
minal facilities and climatic advantages, 
this trade exists and is constantly expand­ 
ing. 
Sacramento is the chief fruit ship­ 
ping station of the State, sending forward 
in season far more fruit than any other 
point, and generally as much as most 
j others combined. 
Its rail and river trans­ 
I portation facilities, nearness to the monn- 
j tain range, contiguity to the great foothill 
region, centrality of location, and climatic 
desirability, all conspire to make it the 
most prominent fruit forwarding post of 
the State.

The county of Sacramento is largely de­ 
voted to fruit raising, and it is no exagger­ 
ation to say that for grapes, berries anil 
general fruits, its soil is not second—and 
in many respects is first—in comparison 
with many and all other sections. Its river 
bottom lands are unquestionably the rich­ 
est of the coast, making Sacramento pre­ 
eminently the chief hop-raising territory 
of the United States. The largest hop- 
yard in the world is in this county, as also 
the second largest vineyard of the world. 
Of wheat, barley and alfalfa, the countv 
yields abiuidantiy, and of the first quality, 
j The speculative spirit is wholly absent in 
¡ Sacramento and vicinity, but not the spirit 
: of progress and enterprise. 
Tlie business 
‘ I and property interests maintain a vigilant 
I Board of Trade, an Improvement As-ocia- 
tion and an Immigration Society, all act­ 
ively engaged in promoting local interests. 
Irrigation has not been needed in the 
county, nor employed, save in berry farms 
and gardens through agencies that "lift wa­ 
ter from bored wells, it being found in 
quantity and purity in a gravel strata un­ 
derlying most of the county area. 
In the mass of ideas, afloat in the local 
and Eastern press about Northern Califor­ 
nia, there are two common kinds of mis­ 
takes. 
The one class of error has arisen 
from too much telling and believing; the 
other from too little. 
Enthusiastic local 
boomers have pictured it a paradise with- 
drawback in point of climate and 


freedom to a certain extent—that is, they 
have a yard just like the fowls.

breeding-house should he arranged so It

The period of 
gestation is about twenty-one days, and 
when the young are three weeksold they can 
be removed from the mother. 
The’male 
rabbit must not be allowed near the voting 
litter, as he is apt to eat them up. Rabbits 
resemble Guinea pigs in having their 
young every six weeks; sometimes two in 
a litter, at others seven or eight. 
For 
feed give carrots, turnips, cabbages, and in 
fact, most all green or vegetable sub­ 
stances. 
Rut little liquid is needed, ex­ 
cept in warm weather, or while breeding, 
when milk should he given. 
They should 
be fed very often. 
It is considered very 
poor practice to meddle with the “bunnies” 
until they are a week or so old. 
At three 
«•eeks old the young should be separated 
from the old, and the females from the 
males. 
Rabbits grow very rapidly, and 
their liberty should be given them to a 
certain extent, so they may attain a large 
and healthy size. 
As our climate is cold 
in late fall and winter, the rabbits should 
be taken to some warm place, or their 
quarters made 
extremely 
comfortable; 
otherwise, they will he seriously, if not fa­ 
tally affected. 
Damp and dark places are 
a: sure death to them as to any useful ani­ 
mal.— Robert K. James, Dorchester, Mass. 


STARTING RACE HORSES. 


In v c u tio n W h ic h W ill B e T e ste d a t 
O a k la u d T h is Week. 
The well-known and popular sportsman, 
?. A. Finigsn, of this city, says the San 
Francisco Call, has recently completed an 
apparatus for starting running horses at 
race meetings, which promises a grand im­ 
provement on the present method by the 
drop of the llug. 
ft is a much needed 
scheme and will no doubt gain popularity 
in all parts o: the world where horse racing 
is carried 011 extensively. The method 
adopted by Mr. Finigan "for starting race 
horses wifi simplify racing, as all the se­ 
rious trouble has arisen at the post or start­ 
ing point. Air. Finigan’s patent consists of 
four permanent posts, two on the outside of 
the track or starting point and two 011 the 
inside; these posts to be of any desired 
bight, say twenty-five feet; the posts to be 
onposite each other or at right angles. 
From the outside posts there is a strong 
rope with a loop fastening the slip over the 
top. Then these two ropes are taken over 
to the other posts, on the inside at the top 
of which is a patent block for these ropes 
to pass over, with a small windlass so as to 
make them perfectly taut. They have ad­ 
justable rings, about five feet apart, from 
which small cords are attached by snaps. 
The one in front and the one in back are to 
support a canvas or rubber partition mak­ 
ing as many stalls as is desired without any 
horse or rider seeing the other, all the ani­ 
mals standing at ease looking at the starter 
or waiting for the tan of the drum or any 
other signal agreed upon. 
As the stewards 
or judges ballot for positions each horse 
takes iiis stand in this improvised stable 
about forty yards back from a given line 
where the time is taken. If any jockey 
should leave his place before the word is 
given he is sent back, with a reprimand 
not to repeat it under a severe penalty; 
therefore there cannot by any advantage by 
jockeying gained in the "start. 
All are on 
even terms after the horses get the word 
“ Go.” This light structure or apparatus 
can be removed in five seconds' actual 
time. 
If wanted at the same place for the 
next start is simply pulled to one side, and 
the horses pass and repass without any­ 
thing to interfere or frighten them. 
With 
a [small curtain in front the horses, and 
particularly young ones, will feel at ease. 
If necessary, a man can stand behind the 
line of starters with a small cord, which is 
stretched in the rear of all, and when given 
the signal for a " go,” be pulls the cord so 
as to strike all horses simultaneously and 
dispatch them on equal terms. Previous 
to the signal for starting the curtain in 
front of the horses can be removed almost 
instantly with a slight movement, leav­ 
ing the stalls all open. 
To be fully 
appreciated and 
understood, 
the new 
device 
for 
starting 
horses must 
be 
seen when in operation. The opinions ex­ 
pressed by prominent turfmen on the new 
sVheme is that it «’ill levolutionize the pres­ 
ent flag system of starling horses. 
It will 
do away with tedious delays at the post; the 
dangers incurred by kicking horses will be 
removed, and, though la-1, but by 110 means 
least, every horse will be dispatched from 
the post, on equal terms, consequently there 
will be no possibility of a favorite" being 
left behind, which ¡3 so often the case in a 
large field of starters. It was Air. Finigan's 
intention to give his new invention a test 
trial in yesterday's racing at the old Oak­ 
land track, but the apparatus not being 
complete, the new scheme for starting tlie 
racers will not be brought into operation 
untif next Tuesday, when it will be seen 
by the many thousands of people who wilt 
lie in attendance at the second day’s meet­ 
ing of the Blood-horse Association.

Jus', now, however, Sacramento county 
jioints to them only as an index of moré 
substantial probabilities. Where the orange 
grows, the vine and the fruit tree will 
flourish in tenfold ratio. 
Tlie culture of 
citrus fruits is not sufficiently advanced yet 
to make competition with the South. 
But in raisins, apricots, peaches and all 
other fruits tlie balance is very decidedly 
in favor of the north. 
The raisins made 
in Sacramento county, lieing grown with­ 
out irrigation, are sweeter and thinner 
skinned than tlie more famous Fresno 
brands. 
The finest pickled olives exhibit­ 
ed last year were grown at Florin, Sacra­ 
mento county, and as for the citrus fruits 
themselves, a late analysis of northern 
oranges by Professor H iIgard of the State 
University, has led to the' publication by 
him of the statement that tlie percenfhgc 
of sugar and absence of acid, is on tiie 
whole about the same as that found in the 
Riverside and Jxis Angeles fruit; aud that 
the question is now one of selection of va­ 
rieties instead of practical possibilities of 
their lieing able to live.

nounced by Dr. G. M. Toner as an unquali 
fied falsehood. 
The remains of Washington were re­ 
moved from the old and original coffin 
about fifty years ago, and placed in the 
marble sarcophagus made for that purpose, 
which was not only to keep out the air, but 
so constructed and fastened that it would 
lx* r.e.xt to impossible for anybody to vio­ 
late the sanctity of the seals without hav­ 
ing uninterrupted access to them for many 
hours. 
When the remains were transferred from 
the old coffin to the marble receptacle 
many members of the Washington family 
were present, with persons of prominence, 
and they all certified to the fact that the 
skeleton was all intact. 
After the sarco­ 
phagus was put in its place the iron grated 
iloor was locked, and the key was throw n 
in the Potomac. 
The old lock is still in 
good preservation, and has never been tam­ 
pered with. 
During the Rebellion the grounds at 
Mount Vernon were held sacred, and the 
hand of the vandal was never known to 
have desecrated any part of the tomb or 
its surroundings. 
The last resting [dace of Washington 
has been vigilantly watched ever since the 
present tomb was erected. 
Though some 
distance from the mansion every device 
known has been used for many years to 
alarm the superintendent of the grounds. 
Now electrie wires communicate with the 
house, making it impossible for any one to 
even attempt to open the iron doors. 
Tiie story, therefore, that the skull of 
Washington was ever removed, or even 
profaned by the touch of vandals, Dr. To­ 
ner says, is utterly without foundation. 
In 1849 the Washington heirs loaned to 
Clark Mills the original cast of Washing­ 
ton’s face, made during life by the cele­ 
brated sculptor Houdon. 
It was never re­ 
turned, but in its place a copy, which Mr. 
Mills claimed was in better condition than 
the original, was sent to the Mount Ver­ 
non mansion. 
It sul g?quently passed into 
the possession of Mr. McDonald, the sculp­ 
tor, and is supposed to lie in his possession 
still. 
Speculation was rife for a time as to 
who had the original. It was not, however, 
stolen, and is probably still in New York.

STILLOG TEMPESTS 
1*7 Pouring Oil on the Troubled W ave» 
and Seas. 
It would seem that the theory of quiet- 
ng angry waves with nse of oil has passed 
into ascertained fact. 
Lieutenant V. L. 
(Jottman, in the Forum for November, 
says: 
A frequent cause of disaster to ships is 
the breaking of seas over them, and on this 
I>oint the Ilydrographer of the United 
States has published within the last two 
years, in pamphlet form, digested from the 
“ Monthly Pilot Chart,” a list of a hundred 
and twenty authenticated cases in which 
furious seas were allayed by the use of oil; 
the latest proof of which is furnished by 
< aptain Wales of the líriti.-h steamer New 
(iuinea, as follows: 
“ In January of the present year, making 
passage from Baltimore to Antwerp, en­ 
countered a very heavy western gale, ac­ 
companied by a tremendous sea. Dam­ 
age has been done to lioats and about the 
decks by the so as coming over the side, 
and the Captain, wishing to avoid heaving 
the vessel to, if possible, decided to try the 
effects of oil, his attention having been 
called to it by tire perusal of printed ac­ 
counts. Two men were stationed forward 
—on»- at each closet—with ordinary soup 
and bully cans filled with raw linseed oil. 
the bottoms of the cans having been 
punched with two or three small holes. 
The oil was allowed to trickle into the 
liowl and thence into the sea, with what 
-cerned to the Captain a wonderful effect. 
The oil-slick extended well out on either 
quarter, and so far astern that not a single 
sea broke on board after the use of the oil 
was begun.” 
The Captain described the manner in 
which the great white-crested seas would 
come rearing after the sliip, as if they 
would sweep her decks fore and aft; and 
how, n meeting the oil-slick, the crest of 
the sea would apparently be shattered into 
line spray, and nothing left of the tremen­ 
dous breaker but an enormous swell, over 
which the vessel rode easily and without 
taking a drop of water. The Captain gave 
his j>er-unal attention to the expenditure 
of oil, regulating its flow by stopping one 
or more of the holes in the can when more 
than was necessary ran out, and in this 
way he succeeded in making seven gallons 
'.•f oil last twenty-four hours. Ail this 
time Lis decks were almost absolutely dry, 
the oniy water coming on board being the 
fine spray from the crest of each wave as it 
came into contact with the oil-slick, and 
was blown on board by the wind. Captain 
Wales adds that he makes a point of using 
oil when even not absolutely necessary, as 
it adds so much to the comfort of all on 
bo ard, and eases the ship. It would seem 
to be the part of discretion, now that the 
question of the use ot oil in such eases is 
finally settled, that all ships be regularly 
equipped with appliances for casting oil on 
the water, just as they are compelled to 
carry lights and compasses. “ Sea break­ 
ers"—appliances for the distribution of the 
oil—have been patented both at home and 
abroad, and arc now used by all cattle-car­ 
rying steamers and some other vessels. 
Special oil is now manufactured for this 
purpose. 
T he H ippopotam us. 
Beginning with the exterior, the skin is 
of enormous thickness and toughness. 
From it are made the terrible whips called 
“sjamboks,” a stroke of which will cut a 
groove in a deal board. A large sjambok 
a fiords the only argument to which a native 
draught ox will listen, and a smaller in­ 
strument, called familiarly a “cowhide,” is 
used in lieu of our riding whips. As the 
hippopotamus spends so much time in 
water, the skin is perforated with a num- 
l>er of pores, through which exudes a thick, 
dark, oily secretion, which, like the fur of 
the seal, otter, Leaver, anil other aquatic 
animals, keeps the creature dry, even 
when it is submerged. 
When, in July, 
184!*, Obayah, the first hippopotamus ever 
brought to England, was taken in the 
Nile as a youngster, its slippery skin en­ 
abled it to wriggle out of the arms of its 
captor, and it was only secured by driving 
a boathook into its hide, the scar remain­ 
ing through the rest of its long life. 
When, in May of the following year, it 
< 
' ed in London, I went to see it and in­ 
advertently patted it, not knowing of the 
oily secretion. Consequently a pair of 
new kid gloves which 1 was wearing were 
utterly spoiled. 
A female was afterward obtained, and in 
! s71 was born the first hippopotamus ever 
pr '-iced in Europe. As its mother did 
¡ . know how to manage it, the young 
calf was taken away and fed artificially. 
Taking it from its mother was a most 
perilous task, and, after a most exciting 
serie- of adventures, was achieved by 
Scott, the man who was afterward so well 
known as “ Jumbo’s” keeper. The little 
creature weighed about 100 pounds, but 
kicked and screamed like an adult, while 
its round, smooth body was so oily that 
S ;t could scarcely hold it. Now we 
turn to the head. The eyes, ears and nos­ 
tril-are set nearly on the same plane, so 
that the animal can sink itself entirely be- 
kuv the surface and be able to perceive the 
approach of foes by hearing, sight and 
scent. When it lies motionless and doz­ 
ing in the water, it is naturally a little 
lighter than a corresponding bulk of 
water, r.nd so floats with only a little of 
the b.iek and the ears, eyes and nostrils 
above the surface. But it often lias to 
sink to swim for some distance under 
water. This necessity involves several 
other peculiarities of structure.—Good 
Word». 
W ays of M ilk W asting. 
it is common to dry up cows three or 
four n. nths before calving. In many 
en.-es they dry up without any etibrt on 
the part of the owner. This is the habit 
of latives more than of thoroughbreds. The 
Jerseys hold on to their milk longer than 
any other breed, and this propensity comes 
front their being milked as long as they 
will give any. No doubt this character­ 
istic can be fixed by just this sort of prac­ 
tice continued from year to year and gen­ 
eration to generation. They will keep on 
giving milk up to the time of calving, 
even though the food be poor. There are 
several Jerseys on Kirbv Homestead which 
have never been dry since the first calf, 
before they were two years old. The old- 
fashioned notion to milk only the morning 
alter cows drop off in the yield in winter 
i- a mistake. If worth milking at all a 
cow is wertk milking twice a day. She 
will not only give more, but the milk will 
be 
. f a great deal lietter quality. 
It d .cs not do milk any good to 
remain iu the udder - > many hours 
atur it L iocrctcd, and iVdocs not do the 
cow any good. Just why the last milk 
drawn is best is unexplained. We know 
it is the richest, and if the reason is be­ 
cause it is the last secreted, then the 
twenty-four rule of milking is a poor one 
in more than one sense—poor in quantity 
and quality. The law of stimulation holds 
good in milking, and, if well followed, will 
help to make good milkers, and, if casual 
and disregarded, it will run down the best 
and run out rapidly those which do not 
have the characteristic of production so 
strongly developed. Irregularity in milk­ 
ing does more damage to cows than most 
persons are aware of, and tiie same is true 
in regard to feeding. There should be as 
little excitement a- possible, and an effort 
made to milk, feed, water and clean the 
cows at fixed and regular times. There is 
a great deal of sympathy between the 
cow’s mind and the machinery operated to 
fill her udder. Good (-are counts as much 
almost as good food.—Yexr York Tribune. 


Slavery in Brazil. 
Iu the course of a lengthy account by the 
British Consul at Rio Janeiro oí the great 
Brazilian Province of Minas < ieraes, which 
was lately laid before Parliament, reference 
is made to slavery in Brazil. The number 
of registered slaves in the Province of 
Minas in 1873 was 34(1,444; 107,filó are 
said to have entered after this date, 105,­ 
349 went out of the province, 19,316 died, 
and 17,119 were manumitted, leaving 
about 376,000. The greatest portion of 
these are retained for the working of the 
various mines and the coffee estates in cer 
tain districts. Minas and Bio have for 
many years past been the principal slave- 
holding provinces of the empire, and in 
1S72 cont> ed 712,475 slaves, of whom 
619,152 were Brazilians and 95,283 were 
Africans. In 1885 there were 556,896 in 
both provinces, of whom 30,000 lieionged 
o the municipality of Kio. The number 
-aid to have dim inished considerably 


during the last 12 months, but Mr. Rick­ 
etts thinks the statistics furnished on the 
subject unreliable, for, although there are 
many who are free de jure they are not 
necessary so de facto. In addition to the 
556.896 above mentioned there is a large 
number of slaves not registered who are 
now held as free before the law. There are 
some 180,000 children of slaves still in the 
hands of their masters in these two prov­ 
inces.—London Times. 
A Hom e of Our Own. 
I write this from under my own vine 
and fig tree, from beneath a roof of my 
own. I am a landed proprietor, a tax­ 
payer, the owner of a bit of ground and a 
house. Ever since our marriage, seven 
years ago. my wife anil 1 have longed for 
this day to come. We have saved and 
“ scrimped,” and hoped and prayed for it, 
and at last it has come to pass. We have 
paid out hundreds of dollars iu rent, and 
been hustled around in the nomadic man­ 
ner too common among young married peo­ 
ple in America. Anil when our two cher­ 
ished Brussels carpets were lieing cut and 
slashed into so recklessly, to fit the parlor 
anil sitting-room, Mrs. Dane said, grate­ 
fully ; “ Well, it’s the last time they’ll 
have to be cut, for they are down to stay 
now ; that’s one consolation.” The home 
we arc so happy in is not all paid for, but 
we see cur wav clear to pay for it in time. 
Young married people should start out in 
life with the fixed determination of put­ 
ting a roof over their heads that they can 
call their own ; and this is not such a very 
hard thing to do in these days of loan 
and building asssociations and cheap rates 
of interest. My interest and taxes are not 
much more than half the amount I have 
been paying in rents. It is difficult to 
define the feeling one lias in a home of 
one’s own. There is something in being a 
“landlord proprietor” that tones one up 
wonderfully, and adds dignity and earnest­ 
ness to life. You literally "feel that you 
are somebody. I actually felt a positive 
pleasure in paying my taxes yesterday, 
and felt sorry for the poor fellows who 
haven’t any taxes to pay. I set out some 
rose bushes last week, exulting in the 
thought that they were mine, and neither 
they nor 1 were subject to the whim of 
some real estate agent, who could give us 
thirty days’ notice. When 1 come home 
from my office at night it is home indeed 
to me. And when one has children it is 
more necessary than ever that there should 
be a place for them that they can call 
home; a place that they can love and re­ 
member as home throughout all their after 
lives. I hope to see the children of my 
eight-months old baby playing in this 
house some day.—Good Housekeeping. 
Misn Staiihv>i»e T akes a Ducking;. 
A record in the history of stage realism 
was undoubtedly scored last evening. It 
was at the Academy of Music in “The 
Dark Secret.” Miss Adelaide Stanhope 
made it. 
Modern melodrama has from time to 
time introduced realisms of a startling na­ 
ture. Heretofore, however, no leading iady 
has been found willing for histrionic exi­ 
gencies to allow herself to be thrown into 
real water, and Croton water at that. This 
is what Miss Adelaide Stanhope did last 
night. 
At the end of act four the house was on 
the tiptoe of expectation. The villain lay 
in ambush. May Joyce soliloquized by 
moonlight wherefore .Martin Brooke came 
not. Then there was a rush. In a minute 
May Joyce went Hying through space at 
the hand of Stephen and landed on her 
back in the Croton. She struck, making a 
good solid splash, anil no mistake about it. 
Then shouts and whistling arose in all 
parts of the house and people howled with 
delight. And the louder the applause the 
more she splashed. Then she did that 
which few women can be found to do. 
She went right out of sight under water. 
A punt approached and from its bow sprang 
brave Martin, Mr. Frank Lane. Perform­ 
ing a very graceful dive, he reappeared 
with May Joyce (Miss Adelaide Stanhope) 
reclining picturesquely on his strong arm. 
Then the audience fairly let themselves 
go, and the varied expressions of applause 
made the Academy ring again. 
In response the curtain was lifted, and 
the hero and heroine were once more re­ 
vealed, still in the water and still hanging 
on to the boat. Another call and the 
couple appeared dripping in front of the 
curtain. 
In the earlier parts of the play Miss 
Stanhope was evidently suffering from a 
cold. What wonder! Imagine the re­ 
hearsals for such a part! 
How Much a Man Hats. 
It has been calculated that on the aver­ 
age, each man who attains the age of three­ 
score and ten consumes during the course of 
his life twenty wagon loads of food, solid 
anil liquid. At four tons to the wagon, 
this would correspond to an average of 
almut a hundred ounces of foot! per day, 
or say some one hundred and twenty 
ounces per day during adult life, and about 
eighty ounces during infancy and youth. 
Most modern doctors agree in regarding 
one hundred anil twenty ounces of food 
per day, corresponding to live or six half­ 
pints of liquid food, and seven or eight 
pounds of solid food, as in excess of the 
real daily requirements of a healthy man 
or woman. 
Yet probably most of us take more than 
this, in one wav or another, during the 
day. Dr. Lankester, from an extensive 
analysis of the dietary of soldiers, sailors, 
prisoners, and the better paid classes of 
artisans and professional men in London, 
found the average daily quantity of solid 
and liquid food to be one hundred and 
forty-three ounces. Doubtless many take 
much less; but unquestionably many take 
much more than this. When some one 
mentioned before Sydney Smith the 
twenty wagon-loads of food calculated for 
each man’s allowance, he turned to Lord 
Durham, who like himself was corpulent 
(and not without sufficient reason), with 
the quaint remark, “I think our wagons, 
Durham, must be four-horsed ones.” There 
are members of the London Corporation, to 
seek no further, whose wagon- must be six- 
horsed ones, and well loaded at that.— 
Richard A. Proctor in Cosmopolitan. 
How Florida Lost Her Doom. 
About the time the wave of prosperity 
reached its highest point the leaders in 
Florida’s development concluded that the 
State had received such a momentum that 
it would continue to attract ever increas­ 
ing crowds. “ There is but one Florida,” 
was constantly the cry, “and people must 
come here now that they have once learned 
nf our wonderful advantages.” And so 
the railroads made fewer concession- for 
excursion rates; they issued fewer pam­ 
phlets, and the land companies and towns 
advertised less, and then everything went 
the wrong way. Fewer people came to 
the ¡State, either as visitors or settlers, and 
real estate became dull and depressed in 
value.

T jie S u ppo sed P o la r S ea.—The ex­ 
istence of an open sea at the north pole is 
believed in by many distinguished scien­ 
tific men. Dr. Kane stated that it was 
reached by one of his exploring parties. 
There is something to wonder at in a band 
of men crossing immense fields of ice, 
with the thermometer at 30 to 40 degrees 
below zero, and suddenly striking a warm 
sea, with the thermometer 30 to 40degrees 
above zero. The open sea, said to have 
been discovered by Dr. Kane’s party about 
seven degrees from the pole, is explained 
by the discovery of an immense body of 
warm water in the Pacific ocean which 
finds its way through Behring straits into 
the Polar basin, where it mingles with an­ 
other vast body of warm water incessantly 
poured into the basin by the Atlantic gulf 
stream. Two officers of the German Polar 
expedition of 1870-71 claim to have fol­ 
lowed the coast line of the open Polar sea 
for nearlv 500 miles. 


THE BEST OF LIFE. 
Our K artlily Existence Am ounts to Som e­ 
thing After All. 
To those who are intent upon makin" 
the best of life, it is not a little depressing 
to lie told by poets and philosophers that 
our earthly existence does not amount to 
much. One informs us that 
Our birth is nothing but our death begun 
As tapers waste that instant they take tire. 
Another says, “ Death doth lurk always in 
life’s delicious cup;” and a third declares 
that “ The life of man is summ’d in birth­ 
days and in sepulchres.” Looking at life, 
however, from the standpoint of experi­ 
ence rather than of theory, we cannot but 
think that it is richly worth living even 
in its mere physical stage. 11 is nn>-t prob­ 
able that the dark-lined pessimistic views 
of this our life may arise from lack of this 
phv.sical condition, from a mor hi due— of 
body by which poets and philosophers 
have been so often characterized. Thev 
have made too little of physical well­ 
being, and have often failed in consequence 
to feed the fires of their genius with essen­ 
tial fuel. Far better would it have been 
had they held with the adage that “a hale 
cobbler is lietter than a sick king;’’ and, 
instead of discounting life at every turn, 
had exclaimed with the poet of tile Sab­ 
bath: 
0 health ! thou sun of life, without whose beams 
ine fairest scenes of nature seen involved 
In darkness, shine upon my drearv path 
Once more.

Physical well-being is a matter of health; 
and when in ill-health it is just as well to 
own with Dr. Donne, that our feeble Hesh 
lioth waste because there is something 
wrong in it; and then make it our business 
to get that something out of it as speedily 
as possible. This, of course, cannot always 
be done, hence it is incumbent to watch 
the ways and keep the enemy out of the 
citadel, on the ground that an ounce of 
prevention is better than a pound of cure, 
io do this there must be a proper balance 
of work and play, of exercise and rest, of 
meat ami drink, of mental sustenance and 
social recreation, anil of the highest conso­ 
lations. 
It is not a work of supererogation in our 
tiuie to say that the balance of work and 
play, especially in the sense of toil ami 
itlleuess, needs verv much to be adjusted. 
Some people work too hard, others not 
enough and others not at all. A proper 
amount of work is helpful to physical well­ 
being. As Dr. Armstrong, in his poem on 
health and exercise, enjoined : 
Toil and lie strong. By toil the placid nerves 
Grow iirm and gam a more compacted tone. 
While as for idleness, it is, as old Burton 
puts it, “ the bane of the body and mind, 
the nurse of naughtiness, the chief author 
of all mischief, one of the seven deadly 
sins, and a great cause not only of melan­ 
choly but of many other diseases.” These 
things need all the more properly bal­ 
ancing, because, though work, when it 
deteriorates into drudgery, is the begin­ 
ning of physical dissolution, “idleness,” as 
Chaucer declared, “is the gate of all 
harmes.” 
The raiment and what is termed the 
“cheer” of life have an important place in 
relation to the physical well-being. 
It 
may be that, as Dekker in his “Gull’s 
Hornbook” affirms, “good clothes are the 
embroidered trappings of pride, and good 
cheer the very root of gluttony.” Yet 
good clothes and good cheer have a great 
deal to do with the body’s condition. 
Neither of those things need necessarily 
to lie esteemed over-much, but rather in 
the sense of that enough which, on pro­ 
verbial authority, is as good as a feast. 
l’hysical suicide is the inevitable end of 
overmuch “ good cheer.” Beaumont and 
Fletcher made one of their characters to 
say of drinking, “ Let’s never leave off 
now whilst we have wine and throats,” 
and they make another to say that “sur­ 
feits destroy more than the sword.” Such 
is “ good cheer” run wild, and not many 
can plead ignorance of what its conse­ 
quence will be. Overmuch thus evenuates 
in viciousness, and viciousness results in 
physical disability. “ All ills spring from 
some vice,” wrote David Hume in one of 
his essays, and many of our diseases pro­ 
ceed from the same origin. Remove the 
vice and its ills follow. 
Thus the physical well-being must rest 
upon a broad and solid foundation. We 
are touched, so to say, at many points on 
this matter. The source of the good cheer 
is not to be unminded. Only the bread of 
industry and honesty is always and alto­ 
gether nourishing. Fuller in his “ Mixt 
Contemplations,” illustrated this in his 
inimitably quaint way over two centuries 
ago. He said: “ Upon the question, 
‘ What is the worst bread which is eaten ?’ 
One answered, in respect of the coarse­ 
ness thereof, ‘ Bread made of beans.’ An­ 
other said, * Bread made of acorns.’ But 
the third hit the truth, and said, ‘ Bread 
taken out of other men’s mouths, who are 
the true proprietors thereof. Such bread 
may be sweet in the mouth to taste, hut is 
not wholesome in the stomach to digest.’ ” 
That which is got ill can never nourish 
well.Cheerfulness and cultnre have more to 
do with physical well-being than many 
wot of. Jov is a helper, and that continu­ 
ally, for, as Thomas Carlyle expressed it: 
“ Wondrous is the strength of cheerfulness, 
altogether past calculation its power of 
endurance. Efforts to he permanently use­ 
ful must be uniformly joyous, a spirit all 
sunshine,graceful from very gladness, beau­ 
tiful because bright.” Melancholy is the 
very nurse of disease. Cheerfulness is in­ 
deed the safeguard of health, and for those 
who are not in good condition it would be 
sensible to take the advice of one of our 
old writers, who said : “ Laugh and lie 
well.’’ Besides this, mental sustenance is 
helpful to health. We have it on the best 
authority that “ Wisdom niaketh the face 
to shine,” anil a shining face, when natu­ 
rally brought about, is surely a sign of 
heaith ; anyway, universal agreement goes 
with the bard who characterized the typ­ 
ical boy of the ages as having a “ shining 
morning face.” If culture thus makes it­ 
self seen for good, we cannot doubt; but it 
makes itself felt for good as well. As phys­ 
ical light is to the earth, so is intellectual 
illumination and loving cheerfulness to the 
1 Kidy of man—they bless in myriad \w.ys, 
their influence is immeasurable, and they 
prepare for those higher contemplations 
and consolations without which man is 
like the things which appear as if but to 
vanish awav.—Home Journal.

HOW A DOG FOLLOWS A TRAIL. 


D otation of Crop*. 
Ihis is a subject which lias been fre­ 
quently considered in these columns, and 
commended, hut the fact has hitherto been 
confronting the proposition that the sea­ 
sons peculiar to California were not favora­ 
ble, and in many classes of productions 
would not permit such rotation. The in­ 
troduction of irrigation will, however, not 
only remove this obstacle, but will make 
this State by reason of its “prolific” cli­ 
mate, and of otir productive soil, the most 
available for variation and rotation of 
crops of any part of the glolie. The fol­ 
lowing, therefore, from a bulletin lately 
issued by Prof. J. \V. Sanborn, of the 
Missouri Agricultural College, will lie of 
interest upon the subject: 
Rotations are valuable because plants 
vary in the area of the soil in which the 
visits grow, and from which they derive 
the sustenance of the plant, thus mure com­ 
pletely utilizing the soil within their 
reach. 
There is a remarkable variation in the 
power ot plants to appropriate the various 
elements of plant growth, due, at least in 
part, to the character of the acids secreted 
by their roots. Thus one plant, like clo­ 
ver, lias a higher power of gathering nitro­ 
gen, and another, like wheat, a very low 
power. 
Plants vary in their weight of roots; as 
an illustration clover, carrying several 
times the weight of roots that wheat does, 
it will be seen that, inasmuch as clover 
roots are very much richer in nitrogen 
than wheat, and carry enough nitrogen to 
grow a crop of wheat,"that wheat will most 
advantageously follow clover. Thus, like­ 
wise, other plants follow each other ad­ 
vantageously. 
Rotation of crops baffles, in a large 
measure, the root enemies, both insect and 
fungus, that prey upon them. Each plant 
having its own peculiar enemies, changing 
of plants removes them to Helds unoccu­ 
pied by such enemies. This is true of the 
above-grounil growth of plants to an im­ 
portant degree. 
Plants vary in the amounts of the vary­ 
ing elements of nutrition actually taken 
up in growth. Thus, while wheat takes 
one and one-fourth pounds of potash for 
every pound of phosphoric acid, potatoes 
take three and one-fourth pounds of potash 
for every pound of phosphoric acid. Con­ 
tinuous growth of potatoes would exhaust 
the potash of the soil or of supplied ma­ 
nure long before the phosphoric acid would 
give out. 
The leaves of plants vary in their power 
of gaining food and of vaporizing water, 
and are roughly divided into broad and 
narrow leaved. 
Leaves vary in tlielr season of active 
growth. Those plants maturing in mid­ 
summer and early fall generally gather 
nitrogen (corn and turnips are "good ex­ 
amples), following in their growth the 
decomposing influence of the sun, more 
easily and fully than other crops do. 
Rotation conserves soil fertility and vet 
aids in soil decomposition by alternation 
of grass, or cover crops and hoed crops. 
Under a continuation of plow and tillage 
crops, leaching, Totalization and washing 
of fertility is rapid anil may lie or is more 
than carried away by crops, especially so 
of nitrogen. 
Rotation of crops distributes lalior over 
the year, and therefore economizes labor 
and gives regular help and aids in the 
solution of the labor problem of the farm. 


A M agnificent Souvenir. 
A sword recently presented by the peo­ 
ple of Arizona to General Nelson A. 
Miles as a mark of appreciation anil confi­ 
dence in his treatment of the Indian 
troubles in this Territory, is thus described 
in HarpeYs Weekly: 
“ The shield of the guard is formed by 
three eagle heads and outspread wings, 
signifying protection. 
On one of the 
wings and caught by a few feathers arc the 
initials ‘ N. A. M.,’ modeled after a study 
of the Arizona cactus, and on the other, 
the letters 1 U. S.’ in the same treatment. 
The guard is formed of eagle feathers, 
around which is entwined the American 
flag, and at the end finished by a portrait 
head of the Indian chief Natchez. The 
extreme top of the hilt is covered with In­ 
dian ornaments, in which is set a large 
sapphire asteria, weighing 56| carats. 
This stone, according to East Indian tradi­ 
tions, gives courage to the wearer and pre­ 
serves him from evil spirits. In the front 
of this top is an eagle whose wings encir­ 
cle it, and which holds in its extended 
talons a pipe and a tomahawk, emblems of 
peace and war. The grip is of white en­ 
amel, banded with fine lines of beaded 
gold. On the blade is etched in relief 
on one side, ‘General Nelson A. Miles;’ 
on the other, ‘ Presented September!, 1887, 
at Tucson, Arizona.’ 
“ The scabbard is decorated with Indian 
scenes, commencing with a representation 
of an Indian camp and reservation, a con­ 
sultation of forces, a start of infantry and 
in pursuit of Apaches, a surprise of Indians 
in ambush, the fight, the capture of Ger­ 
ónimo, and the taking of captives to the 
railroad station for transportation back 
to the reservation. The reverse side of 
the scabbard has the inscription: * Pre­ 
sented by the people of Arizona, in grate­ 
ful acknowledgment of distinguished serv­ 
ices in the" capture and removal of Ger­ 
ónimo and the hostile Apaches.’ The toe 
or extreme end of the scabbard is a care­ 
fully modeled portrait of Chief Gerónimo. 
The entire sword, with the exception, of 
course, of the blade, is of gold of a sub­ 
dued color, or what ’ 
finish.”

Alfilaria as a Coming Forage Plant. 
Alfilaria (Froilium circnlurium) is one of 
the best known forage annuals west of the 
range, although it is only recently that it 
has begun to come into notice on this side. 
Reports from the western part of Colorado 
are that it has made its appearance there 
on the ranges, and 1 remember seeing large 
quantities of it in Arizona eight years 
ago. _ 
It is hard to overestimate its value as a 
pasture plant, where it once obtains a 
good foothold, for all rangemcn where it is 
known bear testimony to its excellence. 
It stands cold weather well, grows well in 
damp locations, and flourishes on high, 
dry land, it will make heavy hay, and 
grow two feet high on rich Roil out on the 
dry uplands, cures on the stock the same 
as gramma. 
Horses, cattle and sheep eat it greedily, 
and if there is a patch of it anywhere on 
the range that patch will he cleaned up 
before the other grass around it is eaten. 
Now that pastures are becoming assured 
necessities, this “pin grass” will be found 
to fill a long felt want for a hardy, nutri­ 
tious pasture plant. The seed is difficult 
to gather, but once started the grass will 
take care of itself and prove hard to sup­ 
plant in general utility. 
If your pastures can be irrigated it will 
grow well, but if it cannot be watered the 
alfilaria will grow and get there just the 
same. Some steps should be taken by 
those interested in obtaining good pastures 
to investigate thoroughly the jiossibilities 
and actualities of this hitherto uncared 
for plant, and upon conviction use the 
necessary method to secure its introduction. 
Whosoever works undersiandingly in the 
reclamation of land nearly worthless will 
find the little amount of brains he has ex­ 
pended bring immense interest in the in­ 
creased value of his outlav.—Stork Groxeer. 


To R em ove P a in t from G lass.— An 
exchange says: 
“ Ten cents’ worth of 
oxalic acid dissolved in a pint of hot 
water will remove paint spots from the 
windows. I’our a little into a cup, and 
apply to the spots with a swab ; but lie 
sure not to allow the acid to touch the 
hands. Brasses may be quickly cleaned 
with it. Great care must be exercised in 
labeling the bottle and putting it out of 
the reach of children, as it is deadly 
poison.” 


Interesting and Novel Teats by a Scien­ 
tific Investigator. 
Dr. G. J. Romanes, by his careful obser­ 
vations and happy generalizations, has 
made himself the representative of the 
growing science of comparative psychology. 
Dr. Romanes has made an important 
study on the method by which his dog fol­ 
lows the scent of the master. The obser­ 
vations were made on Dr. Romanes’ setter 
bitch, an animal very much attached to 
him. They were made on the grounds 
adjoining his house, and a number of pre­ 
cautions not easily described were taken. 
1. \\ hen Dr. Romanes walks over the 
ground with his hunting hoots on. the dog 
follows the scent with the greatest readi­ 
ness. 2 If she is put to the track of a 
stranger she pays no attention to it. 3. 
The dog was led to the room when prepa­ 
rations were going on for an outing, but 
instead of Dr. Romanes going out, the 
gamekeeper (whose scent he follows next 
after that of Dr. Romanes) went; when 
set free the animal first followed the 
track, but finding that her master was not 
with the gamekeeper, returned. 4. The 
next experiment was a verv ingenious one. 
Twelve men walked in Indian file, so that 
they all trod the same footsteps, thus pro­ 
ducing a conglomerate of olfactory im­ 
pressions. Dr. Romane- hended the com­ 
pany, so that the traces of bis steps should 
be most obliterated, and, after walking 
thus two hundred yards, the first six men 
walked in one direction, the last six in 
another, i lie dog quickly ran along the 
route followed by the twelve, overshot the 
point of division, hut soon returned and 
followed the direction taken by the six 
headed by Dr. Romanes. 5. A numlier of 
experiments were made to ascertain what 
part ot Dr. Romanes’ jivrson or of his ap­ 
parel gave the clew to the animal. It was 
suspected to lie the hunting boots, and this 
proved correct. A stranger put on these 
boots, and the dog eagerly followed the 
scent; and contrary wise, when, 6, Dr. Ro­ 
mani's put on the stranger’s hoots, the ani­ 
mal was indifferent to his track. 7. Fur­ 
ther experiments were made to locate the 
source of the scent in the hoots. The dog 
did not follow the scent of a stranger 
walking in bare feet. 8. When Dr. Ro­ 
manes walked in bare feet the dog fol­ 
lowed the trace, but less eagerly'’than 
usual, and with much hesitation. 
9. 
Again, the dog did not follow Dr. Ro­ 
manes when he put on new shooting boots. 
10. Next a single sheet of brown pa¡ier 
was glued to the soles of his usual hunting 
boots. The dog did not cateli the trail 
until he came to a | lace where, as Dr. Ro­ 
manes had previously noted, a few square 
millimeters of the paper had come off 11. 
When her master walked in new cotton 
socks the trail was lazily followed and soon 
given up. \V itli woolen socks worn all 
day the result was the same. 12. Dr. Ro­ 
manes next walked fifty vards in shooting 
hoots; then three hundred yards in his 
stocking soles, carrying his "boots; then 
three hundred yards in his bare-feet. The 
animal caught the scent and followed it 
unhesitatingly through the whole dis­ 
tance, though the trace left by stockings or 
bare-feet alone was not sufficient to guide 
the animal. 13. The nexttest was a mod­ 
ification of the last. Dr. Romanes and a 
stranger entered a carriage and drove for 
several yards. The former in his hunting 
boots then alighted and walked fifty yards, 
whereupon he re-entered the carriage, and 
the stranger walked the next two hundred 
yards; the dog, when shown the track, ran 
the two hundred and fifty yards without 
pausing. The experiment was repeated 
with another stranger with tiie same re­ 
sult. 14. To test the power which the 
dog had of selecting the distinctive odor 
accompanying her master from other 
odors, Dr. Romanes soaked his hunting 
boots in aniseed oil. The odor was so 
strong that a friend could follow the track 
an hour later by the odor of the oil; yet 
the dog was not confused except that she 
hesitated about the first few steps, but then 
pursued as usual. 
The next test was directed toward as­ 
certaining whether the animal could dis­ 
tinguish her master by odors emanating 
from other portions of his person. 15. Dr. 
Romanes, after pursuing a zigzag course 
just trodden over liv a number of footsteps, 
hid behind a wall, with his eves just visi­ 
ble. The animal went at once to the hid­ 
ing place. 16. Again he hid in a ditch, 
with only the top of his head visible. At 
200 yards the dog detected her master and 
went to him directly, 
From these tests Dr. Romanes concludes 
that the dog distinguishes him from all 
others by the odor of his boots (1-6), ami 
does not distinguish him in his naked 
feet (8-11). The odor is probably emitted 
by the feet, but must be mixed with that 
of shoe-leather to he of service to the dog. 
This is doubtless a matter of education ; 
had the dog been used to following her 
master, when without shoes, the animal 
would have learned to follow him thus. 
The characteristic odor can not penetrate 
a sheet of brown paper, hut a few square 
millimeters of surface is sufficient to give 
the dog the clew. The animal is ready 
to be guided bv inference as well as bv 
perception, but the inference is instantane­ 
ous (12 and 13 as compared with 2, 8 and 
11). Lastly, not only the feet (through 
the boots) but the whole body emits an 
odor that the (log can distinguish in a 
mass of others (15). This odor is recog­ 
nized at great distances to windward (15), 
or in calm weather in any direction (16) ; 
it is not overpowered by aniseed oil (14) or 
by the foot-prints of another (4).—Science. 
...... - 
Decim alizing I’n^liiud’d Coinage. 
Every Englishman should be congratu­ 
lated upon the prospect now open to him 
of having his coinage at last reduced to a 
decimal system and of getting rid of his 
awkward I.s. d. It is hardly creditable to 
the most advanced nation of the earth that 
in regard to its unit in money it stands in 
line with Egypt and the Ottoman Empire 
alone, two nations which are generally re­ 
garded as being typical of a lack oí’ all 
progressive spirit. Every other great na­ 
tion of the world, and even the little king­ 
dom like Greece, Roumania, Tunis, etc., 
have long age abandoned the mixed coin­ 
age of their predecessors and have intro­ 
duced the decimal system. 
The decimalization of the coinage is 
now accepted in England as a relief from 
existing conditions and as a good thing; 
but such a change cannot be lightly made 
in a great commercial nation, and the 
question of adjustment between the new 
unit and the present coinage, the postage 
and revenue stamps, licenses, taxes, duties, 
etc., must be carefully considered, and it is 
this question that is now being discussed. 
To Americans, who a centurv ago adopt­ 
ed a decimal coinage, along with some 
other ideas of La Repxibliijue Francois, that 
fortunately did not stick quite so well, it is 
interesting to note the plans proposed by 
Englishmen for adjusting the many diffi­ 
culties presented. Some of these schemes 
would seem to make confusion only worse 
confounded in an attempt to retain in the 
new coinage certain values for which there 
is no existing coin, such as the guinea, 
which is only useful in making out a fee, 
and iu a genteel and elegant manner 
swindling the client or patient out of so 
many additional shillings. The names 
suggested for the new coins sound very 
awkward, and among these we note the 
aur, double-aur, argent, Imperial, Victo­ 
ria, royal, etc. 
In the apparently best digested scheme 
which we have seen the “ 5-cent" piece, 
equivalent to a half-penny, is made the 
bronze unit; “50-cents” (5d., 10 cents 
United States) is the silver unit, and an 
“ argent” is the equal in value to 10il. or a 
French franc, or 20 cents United States 
currency. 
In rendering accounts the 
“ cent” would be the unit and £3 6s. l|d . 
would lie represented hv “ 7,937 cents.” or 
“79.37 argents”— the half cent being 
dropped. While this is an improvement 
upon present methods we can imagine that 
some of the British shop-keepers will be 
troubled for awhile with decidedly mixed 
accounts. But as this system retains the 
“ penny,” or rather substitute- for it “ ten 
cents,” the reduction is not so bad to figure 
out as some of the other schemes promised, 
which would make the shilling, the florin 
or the farthing the unit of value. We 
would suggest, however, a little more 
democratic simplicity in naming the new 
coins; a “bob” is decidedly vulgar, but a 
short monosyllabic word will be more pop­ 
ular for the unit coin than a longer term, 
and then let them halve it anil quarter it, 
or double and quadruple it, as occasion 
may demand, anil both the English cabby 


and the Yankee traveler will have lew 
mental gymnastics in coming to an under­ 
standing.—Even ing Netrs. 
A Fertile D esert. 
It is well known that the Sahara is not 
everywhere synonomous with desert, and 
that region, despite the dryness of the 
climate and tliegeneral aridity of its sur­ 
face, possess many a well-cultivated and 
Illicitly inhabited oasis, where the com­ 
bination of the two elements of sun and 
water has produced marvels in the wav of 
vegetation. 
The lower Sahara is an "im­ 
mense basin of artesian water, and at 
times there is a superabundance, but the 
number of cultivated tracts is increasing 
very rapidly, there being no fewer than 
forty-three in the Oued-Rir. which, after a 
period of thirty years, has" 13,000 inhab­ 
itants, 520 palm trees in full bearing— 
that is, which have been planted more 
than seven years—120 000 trees between 
one and seven years old, 100.000 fruit trees, 
while the value of the dates grown each 
year averages ¿100,000. 
: The oases of Laghouat and Oucd-Mizi 
and those ot Yervville and Ain-Sana have 
1**0,000 palm trees, and those of Figuig 
140,000, while Mzah, with its 30,000 in­ 
habitants, nearly all shepherds or mer­ 
chants. cultivates 200,**00. Zab, together 
with the Sahara slope of the A uses, lias 50 
oases, which grow 990,000 palm trees and 
500,000 fruit trees. Sout, with a popula­ 
tion of 15,000, has 150,000 palm trees of 
the choicest kind and over 50,000 fruit 
trees. Lastly, the various oases of Ouargla 
have over 400,000 palm trees and 100,000 
fruit trees. 
All these results, to say nothing of the 
trade in wool, the cultivation of tobacco, 
vegetables, com, the vine and other tilings 
grown beneath the shelter of the palm 
trees, and the raising of ostriches, which, 
if it is considered, might be made as profit­ 
able as it is at the Cape, have been arrived 
at partly by the natives and partly by the 
French, though the latter had not begun 
to colonize Sahara until within the last ten 
years. They began by buying oases and 
gardens in the Zab and the Oued-Rir, and 
atter that they set to work to form fresh 
oases in the region of Bishra, and es­ 
pecially in the Oued-Rir.—Pall Mall Ga­ 
zette. 
W here the Day liegins. 
According to the way in which this ar­ 
rangement is now carried out, the first land 
that the new day dawns upon is Easter 
Island, about 200 miles west of the coast of 
Chile, South America. That is to say, the 
2d of July breaks here within a few "hours 
of the 1st having broken on the American 
coast to the east, and the tw*o (lavs run on 
alongside—the 2d in Easter Island and 
places west, the 1st in all places on the 
American continent. We may therefore 
realize this idea—that at 7:20 "o’clock anv 
morning of our lives in Great Britain, the 
next day is commencing on the world, and 
is to he found at this little island in the Pa­ 
cific Ocean, whence in due course it will 
travel round to us. But to have thus the 
start of the world is not an unmitigated 
advantage to these islanders. Suppose one 
of them sails east to America, what is the 
result? He will find that they keep the 
day there under a difieren! date, and he 
will have to reckon one day in his calen­ 
dar twice over to put himself right with 
their notions. On the other hand, if an 
American crosses from east to west this 
wonderful magic line where the day begins, 
he will find the dates in this fresli part of 
the world are one in advance of him, and 
he must needs strike a day out of his cal­ 
endar to keep up with the times. This 
fact was curiously illustrated iu the case of 
Magellan, the Portuguese Captain, who 
sailed around the world from exst to west 
in 1522, and having crossed the magic line 
of “day’s birth” in his wanderings, his 
calendar became of course a day in arrear. 
The sailors were completely ignorant of 
this, and finding on landing at home that 
their Sabbath was falling on a Monday, 
tliev accused one another of tampering 
with the reckoning. It was not for some 
time that the true explanation was dis­ 
covered.—Chambers’ Journal. 
Chicken Cholera. 
This is a much more frequent disease 
among fowls than supposed, and hence the 
followir g treatment prescribed by Dr. I. 
W. McDowell, of Maffisonville, W. Ya., 
which appears in the Poultry Keeper, is 
timely. lie says: 
I have had some experience with that 
dread of the poultry yard—cholera. 1 
managed it both last summer and this on 
the usual plan. I did n;t use much effort 
to cure the sick ones, only by way of ex­ 
perimenting, hut my experiments were not 
satisfying in their results at all. I was 
lietter satisfied with efforts of prevention. 
For this I whitewashed thoroughly, inside 
and out, sprinkled the grounds freely and 
frequently with sulphuric acid two ounces, 
water three gallons. I put carbolic acid 
in their drinking water, and also in their 
soft feed, and sometimes I would vary by 
giving in their soft feed a mixture of sul­ 
phur, cayenne pepper and ginger. I fumi­ 
gated with sulphur, after all were on 
their roost. 1 would burn sulphur in 
the house, first closing up the doors 
tightly, and would let it burn until all 
were sneezing. Sometimes one or two 
would fall from the roosts from the effects 
of the fumes, but they would soon rally. I 
repeated the fumigating two or three times 
a week. After commencing the foregoing 
plan very few of my birds took the cholera, 
and a number of them that had it recov­ 
ered. 1 have more faith in carbolic acid 
and sulphur fumes as preventives in 
elidiera than any means I have yet used. I 
believe that numbers of my sick birds were 
cured by these means. I lost but seven or 
eight chicks out of a flock of seventy-five— 
over onc-third of them had the cholera. I 
do not assert the above as the best plan of 
prevention and cure, but I do assert it is 
the best plan I have yet found, and I have 
done considerable experimenting with my 
birds that were sick. 


L ove and M isery.—A very sad end­ 
ing to two young lives is reported. M. 
Julian 1’------, a Lieutenant of hussars, fell 
in love with a young girl. As she had not 
the regular dowry, lie could not marry her 
and hold the commission. lie left the 
army and married. The young couple 
came to Paris, and the husband obtained 
a salary of 150 francs per month. To­ 
gether they struggled on, till the poor 
young wife fell ill. The monthly pittance 
would not pay for the food and medicine 
necessary for her. The husband got into 
debt, and liis credit was stopped. Finally 
lie found himself confronted with the al­ 
ternative of seeing li is beloved wife die of 
starvation or of stealing tiie milk that 
alone could keep her alive. He stole the 
milk. Arrested and taken before the 
police magistrate, the latter had pity on 
him and let him go. He returned to his 
wife’s lieilside only in time to receive her 
last sigh, lie determined not to survive 
her, and in a few moments lay dead by her 
side, having blown out his brains.— Paris 
Paper. 
Sl e e p as P r e v e n t iv e o f H ea d a ch e. 
—A scientific writer says: “ Sleep, if taken 
at the right moment, will prevent an at­ 
tack of nervous headache. If the subjects 
of such headaches will watch the symptoms 
of its coming, they can notice that it be­ 
gins with a feeling of weariness or heavi­ 
ness. This is the time a sleep of an hour, 
or even two, as nature guides, will effectu­ 
ally prevent the headache. If not taken 
just then it will he too late, for, after the 
attack is fairly under way, it is impossible 
to get to sleep till far into the night, per­ 
haps. It is so common in these days for 
doctors to forbid having their patients 
waked to take medicines if they aro asleep 
when the hour comes round, that the peo­ 
ple have learned the lesson pretty well, 
and they generally know that sleep’ is bet­ 
ter for the sick than medicine. But it is 
not so well known that sleep is a wonder­ 
ful preventive of disease—better than tonic 
regulators and stimulants.” 


A cu te P e r c ept io n.—An English writer 
observes that the sense of hearing in some 
birds seems as wonderful and discrimin­ 
ating as that of smell in dog . A thrush 
has been seen to listen for worms, and 
very evidently to hear them, too, though 
within two yards of a noisy lawn-mower; 
while robins appear to he able to distin­ 
guish the voices of their own offspring 
and parents from a numlier of others, and 
at a great distance, it is suggested that 
such cases indicate the “exclusive direc­ 
tion of the attention yf sense” ratitei th?.n 
mere keenness.

THE DEMAND FOE A NAVAL APPREN­ 
TICE SCHOOL ON THIS COAST. 


Congressman 
Morrow has addressed a 


letter to th e Secretary wf th e N avy upon 
th e subject of naval apprenticeship. 
T he 
law allows 750 boys constantly to l>e in the 
navy under instruction. It has been effect - 
ive in procuring desirable seamen 
for 
th e service. 
B ut the boys on the Pacific 
coast have not the opportunity to avail of 
naval training. 
W ith a population of one 
and a half m illions, this coast is debarred 
from the advantage the law is intended to 
extend to all th e people. 
If, he says, the 
apprenticeship system is extended to th is 
coast our shipping jiorts will soon be able 
to supply naval crews. 
T he P ortsm outh 
was fitted up as a training-ship a t San 
Francisco in 1875, but was soon w ithdraw n 
on th e ground th at the enlistm ents were 
too few. 
In fact there were 200 applicants 
who clam ored for admission to the school. 
T rue, enlistm ents deem ed satisfactory were 
not large, but Mr. Morrow charges this to 
t he severity of th e regulations, th e un­ 
necessary strictness applied to physical ex­ 
am inations, and the fact th a t theschool-ship 
Jam estow n, w here th e term of service un­ 
der instruction was m uch less and th e ex­ 
am ination less technical, was in th e harbor 
at th e same tim e. 
M unicipal economy op­ 
erated to th e abandonm ent of th e Jam es­ 
town scheme. 
T his was tw elve years ago, and since 
then th e population has largely increased. 
If 
th e naval apprentice system should 
be now set up on this coast, there would: 
M r. Marrow holds, be a very different 
result, and in a short tim e w ar ships could 
he supplied with seamen here, a t greatly 
less expense to th e G overnm ent. 
And in 
th is conclusion he is certainly justified. 
F o r th e year ending Ju n e 30, 1886, 1,195 
boys were under instruction in th e navy, 
or on duty on cruisers. 
In th a t tim e 459 
boys were received into th e service, or 201 
less th an th e num ber authorized for enlist­ 
m ent. T his coast could, in large part, have 
supplied th a t deficiency. lie asks th e Sec 
retary to consider the question in th e light of 
th e facts w ith a view of locating a train ­ 
ing-ship in San Francisco bay. 
A pplica­ 
tions are l>eing constantly m ade by parents 
for th eir sons, and by lads them selves to 
en ter th e navy, but th e remoteness of the 
coast from the naval sekooLs of the Fast in 
th e vast m ajority of cases precludes send­ 
ing th e boys to them . 
T he petition of M r. M orrow is strongly 
fortified by the sentim ent of the people 
and by th e legitim ate dem ands of th e 
coast, and it is to be hoped th a t th e prayer 
will be granted and a naval school-ship be 
again located upon th is side of th e conti­ 
nent. 
T he regulations of th e navy adm it boys 
between fourteen and eighteen years to 
serve until they are twenty-one. 
T he re­ 
quirem ents are th a t they m ust be of robust 
frame, intelligent, of perfectly sound and 
healthy constitution, free from any physi­ 
cal delects or m alform ation, not subject to 
tils, and th a t they shall lie able to read 
uud writ . 
T he boys are enlisted as third- 
class apprentices at th e rate of $9 per 
r.ionth and one ration. 
If deserving, they 
m ay l.-c prom oted to th e ra tin g o f second 
a id first lass apprentices, o r seamen ap­ 
prentices second-class a t the pay of bio, 
■Sll ah 1 $19 [verm outh, respectively; and 
tin cruising vessels will 
he entitled to 
higher rating, at th e discretion of com­ 
m anding officers, for proficiency. 
If recommended, upon th e expiration of 
th eir enlistm ent, th e lads receive an hon­ 
orable discharge, w hich njvon rc-enlist- 
ruent w ithin three m onths entitles them to 
three m onths' extra pay of th eir rating 
when discharged, and also an addition of 
one dollar jicr m onth to th e ir pay during 
such enlistm ent. 
Those injured in the 
service or having contracted, a disease in 
th e line of duty are entitled to the benefits 
of a pension. 
T he apprentices are usu­ 
ally detained at the station about six 
months, 
and 
are 
tau g h t 
arithm e­ 
tic, geography, 
history, 
and 
w riting, 
together w ith th e prim ary duties of the 
young sailor, such as knotting and splicing, 
heaving the lead, w orking compass, reefing 
and furling sails, p ulling in boats, great 
gun d rill, a rtille ry and infantry tactics. 
A fter th eir prelim inary instruction they 
are drafted into th e cruising training- 
ships, when they are sent abroad to learn 
the usages of sea life and th e higher d u ­ 
ties of th e sailor. 
E nlistm ents m ay now lie m ade at the 
N av y D epartm ent, W ashington, or on th e 
ships “ New H am pshire,” Coaster’s Ila r- 
l*or Island, near New port, K. 1.; th e “ W a­ 
bash,” Navy Y ard, League Island, P h ila­ 
d elphia; th e “ D ale,” N avy Yard, W ash­ 
ington, I*. C ; or th e " M ichigan,” Erie, 
Pa. 


V ery few if any w orthy boys of the Pa­ 
cific ci-..-t, it will be seen, can avail of in­ 
struction on the-; ships. 
To do so would 
involve considerable expense, rem ove the 


I m i v s far d istant from th e ir homes and 
friends, and as most lads desiring to enter 
the navy are sons of parents o f hut .mod­ 
erate means a t best, they cannot afford the 
expense of transportation to a d istant 
point, w ith th e possibility of rejection in 
view, and a necessary return.

row proposes to move ^Congress to order

ARE THE MORMONS TO BE TRUSTED! 


G eorge T icknor C urtis, in a vigorous 
paper in th e Forum for N ovem ber, con­ 
tends th a t the people of a T errito ry asking 
for its admission into tiie Union, have the 
power by contract w ith the Federal G ov­ 
ernm ent to lim it th e sovereignty of the 
proposed State, and 
th a t th e Federal 
authorities could enforce th e contract. 
It 
is not needed th at th is proposition should 
lie denied, to m ake a point against th e ad­ 
m ission of U tah . 
M r. C urtis th in k s it u n ­ 
fair to prejudge th e people of th a t T e rri­ 
tory by intim ating th a t after admission 
they would, despite th e ir agreem ent to 
condemn jiolvgam y, defy the G overnm ent 
and continue to recognize plu ral m arriage 
as lawful, or at least defensible. 
M r. C urtis holds th a t since U tah pledges 
herself by constitutional prohibition against 
polygam y, it makes no difference to the peo­ 
ple of th e U nited States w hether the 
declaration is inconsistent witli th e pro­ 
fessed religious belief of the Mormons. 
T his is not a fair statem ent of th e case. 
W hile th ere is an obligation ujx>n Con­ 
gress to bring every T erritory, w hen com- 
jietent and m ature, into the U nion, it rests 
alone w ith Congress to determ ine when 
those conditions have been reached. 
T he 
declaration against polygam y in th e Con­ 
stitution, though declared self-operative, 
would require some m easure of subsequent 
legislation. 
W h eth er th% would be pro­ 
vided is a question th a t involves considera­ 
tion of the past conduct and present position 
of those who m ake 
th e constitutional 
pledge, and dem and the admission of the 
T erritory. 
If these people believe plural 
m arriage 
to be com m anded 
by God, 
th a t it is a holy rite upon w hich condi­ 
tions in th e future world are dependent, 
th en Congress is justified in m easuring 
th e verbal declaration by th e sp iritu al 
faith of th e applicants, and distrusting the 
form er 
if 
it is inconsistent w ith the 
latter. 
But, says M r. Curtis, if th e M orm ons do 
not keep th e com pact, Congress can com­ 
pel them to do so. 
Is it not b etter to 
w ithhold th e desired g ran t of Statehood 
u n til perform ance, as a condition prece­ 
dent, gives w arrant for belief in 
the 
sincerity of th e declaration? 
H e replies, 
if there is a social condition in a territo ry 
dem anding special treatm ent, and 
the 
peculiarity is one th a t th e people of the 
proposed S tate can them selves deal w ith, 
and they offer safe guarantees th a t they 
w ill insure correction of th e peculiarity, 
then th e U nited states is not justified in 
excluding them from th e privileges of 
Statehood. 
T his conclusion m ay be accepted as 
sound, b ut th e syllogism is not, when ap­ 
plied 
to 
U tah. 
T h ere Is a 
“ social 
peculiarity ” in th a t T errito ry requiring 
sjiecial treatm ent, b ut it is an open ques­ 
tion w hether the people of th a t T erritory 
are capable of them selves dealing w ith it, 
and the guarantee offered is not “ safe,” 
since th e only foundation it has is consti­ 
tutional declaration th a t is not in itself 
com plete. 
T rue th e section spoken of as a 
“ g u a ra n te e ” provides th at it shall be con­ 
strued as operative w ithout 'aid of legisla­ 
tion, hut it is provided also th a t bigam y 
and jiolvgamy shall be deem ed m isdem ean­ 
ors only, and w hile fine and im prisonm ent 
are specified, th e crim es are not, as in all 
other States, p u t in 
th e category of 
felonies and infam ous offenses. 
W ith the 
pow er to create C ourts and provide for 
procedure in them , such a constitutional 
provision could w ithout m uch difficulty 
lie m ade p ractically inoperative. 
I f we 
are to judge th e future of M orm onism 
by the treachery of th e past, it would be 
done. 
T he 
L egislature 
would 
define 
bigam y and polygam y very differently 
from the construction given those term s 
ordinarily. 
l ’lural m arriage would be 
excluded as 
being 
privileged, because 
based upon a religious tenet, and thus 
legalized prostitution, as a m atter of con­ 
science, m ig h t lie fostered and protected 
hv the power of th e State. 
I t is certainly 
th e safer and wiser plan to elim inate the 
viciousness com plained of from th e T erri­ 
tory, th an to enter upon the difficult ex ­ 
perim ent of com pelling a S tate to punish 
its crim inals, or to enforce constitutional 
laws, so long as th e S tate is not in open 
rebellion. 


ing to the world th e spectacle of personi­ 
fied rancorous disappointm ent and u ndy­ 
ing anim osity against th e G overnm ent. 
T he jieople of th e South suffered too b it­ 
terly, were them selves too heroic, to lie 
deceived by threadbare sentim ent into

rank w ith heroes of th e Confederacy. H e 
in fact, advised them only for ill, and to 
th eir discomfiture, and in the hour of re­ 
verse sought to escape from th e country 
his leadership plunged into th e woes con­ 
sequent upon a disastrous w ar. 
B oth these 
m en were soldiers by ed u catio n ; Ixitli led 
th e South in rebellion; both suffered w ith 
its failure; but to th e heroism and m anly 
d ignity of the one dead, even those who 
engaged him in b a ttle hasten to pay 
tribute, w hile th e living m an appears but 
to excite contem pt in some and pity among 
others. 
T he few who proclaim him a hero 
m ust feel th e rebuke th a t the laying of 
th e corner-stone of Lee’s m onum ent at 
R ichm ond by th e ir brethren involved. 
F ifty years hence there w ill be expressed 
ro surprise w hatever th a t U nion veterans 
pay trib u te to the memory of I,ce and exe­ 
crate Davis. 


THE 
DISCHARGE 
AT 
STRAITS. 
CARQUINEZ 


A few days ago tiie R e c o r d -U n io n e x ­ 
pressed its concurrence w ith tiie opinion of 
the C ontra Costa Gazette th a t th e com­ 
p lain t is unfounded th a t w harf building in 
th e S traits of C arquinez menaces th e ca­ 
pacity of th e channel to discharge the 
w aters im pelled from Suisun Bay. 
T he 
reasons then advanced were confined to a 
sim ple recital of facts, th a t at the highest 
floods no difficulty has ever been noticeable 
at th e straits, and th a t th e building of 
wharves along th e shores has never affected 
the channel depth or th e outgo of the 
w aters. 
It was also advanced th at th e ex ­ 
pression of fears was probably born of un­ 
w arranted tim id ity on th e part of San 
Francisco, some of whose m erchants as­ 
sume th at her commerce is to lie endan­ 
gered by th e rivalry of P o rt Costa. 
But 
there are other reasons related to these 
considerations, but in fact stronger, why 
th e current is not likely to be checked in 
in the straits, aside from th e fact th at any 
nai row ing by piling for wharves, if it af­ 
fected th e channel at all, would tend to in ­ 
crease the velocity of th e current. 
W h at 
results then is well known ; 
the discharge 
capacity, where there is im pelling force, is 
increased in a ratio greatly in excess of 
the proportion of augm ented velocity. T he 
enlargem ent of a channel w ith declivity, is 
attended alw ays w ith a loss of im pulsion, 
w hile its narrow ing not only augm ents its 
m om entum , but, as already said, greatly 
increases the discharge. B u t aside from this 
consideration, w hich it is not th e purpose 
to now discuss, there are other facts. 
T he 
high-tide level of th e Bay of f?an F ra n ­ 
cisco is a little hig h er th an th a t of San 
Pable Bay above, and th e high-tide level 
of San Pablo Bay is a little h ig h er th an th at 
of Suisun 
Bay. 
T he tide level of the 
S traits 
of 
C arquinez 
is 
h ig h er 
than 
th e 
m outh of th e 
San 
Jo aq u in and 
Sacram ento 
rivers. 
W hen, 
therefore 
th e tide m eets th e flood w aters of the 
rivers, the flood tides of th e latter m ust be 
affected in th e ir lower courses. 
T he tim e 
was w hen th is influence was felt as far up 
th e Sacram ento riv er as th is city. 
Now, 
if th e S traits of C arquinez were actually 
th e m outh of a riv er discharging into a 
passive reservoir, one w ithout tides, then 
to place obstructions in th e channel, such 
as extended w harves, etc., would tend to 
back th e w ater up ; th a t is, if th e straits had 
not sufficient capacity to discharge the 
w aters 
em ptying 
into 
th e 
reservoir 
above 
them , w harves 
b u ilt 
into 
th e 
straits would 
reduce th e flow of 
th e 
w ater; bu t th e fact is 
th a t th e flood 
tide of Suisun Bav would be higher, if the 
S traits of C arquinez were w ider. 
W hen 
th e tide goes out, th e tidal reservoir of 
Suisun Bay is low and its level m arks the 
low tide. 
Now, if th e straits were n a r­ 
row er th an now, th ere would he less w ater 
flow into Suisun Bay w hile th e tide was 
rising. 
T he tide level of Suisun Bay 
w ould therefore he lower. 
But since the 
rivers would com pensate for th e absence of 
tide, and since th e rivers have absolutely 
no discharge through C arquinez straits 
d uring h igh tide, the discharge capacity of 
C arquinez straits has no influence upon the 
flood registers of the rivers.

it is not u n n atu ral th a t they should regard 
w ith som ething akin to tenderness, the 
m an upon whom th ey once placed all th eir 
hopes of a [volitical condition independent 
of th e A m erican U nion. 
B ut in w hat por­ 
tion of th e career of M r. Davis they find 
any evidence of heroism , it isdifficult to d i.- 
cover. 
In G eorgia recently lie was hailed 
as a hero, and in song and speech he was 
alluded to as a noble exam ple of th e 
heroic. 
W hen the history of the last half 
of th e century is w ritten outside of th e a t­ 
m osphere of present prejudices and the 
enthusiasm of m em ories of the great war 
of th e rebellion, th e historian will search 
in vain for th at in th e life of M r. Davis 
w hich w ill ju stify his enrollm ent among 
th e w orld’s heroes. 
M ore credit will be 
given by im partial history to th e gallant 
men who fought in th e front for th e South, 
and having accepted th e result of battle, 
counsel th e ir fellow-eitizens to abide by 
th e verdict, and devote th e ir hands and 
hearts to th e upbuilding o f an indissoluble 
U nion.

nam ite bombs, and bent upon blow ing up 
houses and destroying hum an life ; or if 
she were loaded w ith loathsom e lepers, 
would there be any hesitancy in bidding 
th e vessel to “ stand off?” 
W e th in k not. 
B ut here are h a lf a dozen ships en route 
to A m erican cities from ports w here the 
cholera is violently raging, and probably 
having on board those sick w ith th e dis­ 
ease, to land whom involves th e awful risk 
of infecting our own people w ith th e 
scourge, by w hich thousands fall as before 
a deadly blast. 
W hy should th ere be any 
hesitancy in com m anding those ships to 
retu rn whence th ey came. 
T he carriers 
know th a t th e ports from w hich they 
sailed are infected, and th a t th eir deadly 
freight of pestilence m eans th e possible 
sacrifice of tens of thousands of lives, if 
it is once brought to these shores. 
W h at 
m ercy should be shown to them ? 
M ust 
th e greed of passenger carriers by w afer 
be perm itted to bring cholera into the 


of seven m urderers m akes ten thousand 
A narchists, it m ust also he conceded th at 
th e sending of an infernal m achine to th e 
C hief Ju stice of th e Suprem e Court o f the 
U nited States has m ade a hundred tim es 
ten thousand citizens solicitous to hang the 
ten thousand converts to A narchism when 
th ey attem p t to pu t th e ir doctrine in to 
practice.

T h e postal business of any place tends 
to indicate the grow th or declination of 
business. 
H ere in Sacram ento th is has 
been dem onstrated. 
F o r sevevul years the 
increase has been m arked in th e dem ands 
ujion th e postal service. 
T h e show ing tor 
th e m onth of October, m ade by Postm aster 
Stephens, strik in g ly illustrates th e pro­ 
gression referred to. 
In th e num ber of 
letters, registered letters and postal-cards 
delivered ; new spapers and circulars deliv­ 
ered ; letters and postals collected, th e ex­ 
h ib it for October, 18S7, as against th at for 
October, 1886, shows an increase opposite 
each item , and th e total excess of pieces 
handled for October, 1887, is nearly 17,000. 
So, too, th e postal revenue of th e office for 
October, 1887, was §897 28 in excess of 
th at for October, 1886, being nearly 25 per 
cent, of increase. 
Y et th e postal service 
by no m eans represents th e tru e advance, 
since a great deal of business by letter is 
transacted through other letter-carrying 
agencies, w hile as an ex h ib it of th e read­ 
ing character of th e people, th e fact th at 
in October, 1887, there w ere delivered by 
m ail 32,649 newspapers, does not nearly 
express the tru th . 
Probably nearly as 
m any o th er new spapers and m agazines 
from abroad are distributed through news 
agencies and by th e express company. 


T h e Epoch is au th o rity for th e state­ 
m ent th a t there is inadequacy of accom­ 
m odation, culinary, bath in g and washing 
appointm ents at the New Y ork quarantine 
station, and th a t as a consequence cholera 
spread rap id ly am ong 
th e 
passengers 
landed at Hoffman Island. 
It quotes Dr. 
Jo h n C. P eters as so reporting. 
I t is a 
fact th a t at th e hospital th ere is no resi­ 
dent physician, and there is such a scar­ 
city of knives and forks th a t th e detained 
passengers m ust perforce use th e ir fingers 
in h an d lin g th e ir food. 
N o wonder th a t 
in one room w here tw enty-nine passengers 
were kept, tw enty-eight of them fell vic­ 
tim s to the plague.

q uarantine appointm ents, and, as a result, 
the G overnor refuses to sanction th e o ut­ 
lay of th e m oney necessary to p u t th e hos­ 
pitals in good order, and to supply them 
w ith th e necessary sanitary fittings. W hen­ 
ever politicians fall afoul of sanitary regu­ 
lations th e people suffer, and there is, as 
the Epoch says, a perilous approach to 
trifling w ith pestilence.

A neat volum e, by E leanor K irk, is en­ 
titled “ Beecher as a H um orist.” 
I t is a 
collection of brief sayings from Beecher's 
lips, and articles from his pen. 
lCmo., 
vellum clo th ; $1. 
Fords, H ow ard & H ul- 
bert. New 
Y ork. 
Beecher once s a id : 
“ H appy is he w ho has the faculty of m irth ­ 
fulness. 
I t is m ore blessed than a garm ent 
in cold w eather. 
T here is nothing th at so 
covers the nerves, there is nothing th a t so 
tem pers anger aud passion, there is nothing 
th at is such a n atu ral cure tor discontent, 
there is nothing th at brings m en to such a 
com panionable level and creates such fel­ 
low ship as the divine spirit of m irth.” 
T he editor of the book esteemed Beecher 
to be “ the m ost spontaneous hum orist that 
Am erica ever knew .” 
T his is extravagant, 
but th at he was a hum orist, and a rem ark­ 
ably ready one, none will deny. H is m irth ­ 
fulness and hum or was alw ays fresh and 
never inapt, bu t brightened the com m on­ 
place. 
H e loved fun and laughter for their 
own sake, and his private life and letters 
were full of them ; 
as a public m an, how ­ 
ever, he indulged his propensity to laugh­ 
ter-m aking rather as a m eans than as an 
end. 
As he said, he never w ent ou t of his 
way to m ake a joke or to avoid one, but if 
a thing struck him ludicrously he was 
quite likely to flash it at his hearers in a 
way to catca th eir attention and m ake his 
m eaning perfectly plain. 
It was largely 
the orator's art to em ploy wit, and to m ake 
bis sentences flash w ith hum or and m irth ­ 
fulness.

Like its predecessors 
for nineteen years, it is accurate, com pre 
hensive, exhaustive and im partial.

statistical railroad m atters it is a com plete 
book of reference, and one cannot call for 
inform ation concerning’construction, m ile­ 
age, earnings, freight and passenger volume, 
stock and bond values and conditions, dis­ 
tances and the railroad industry generally, 
th at this volum e w ill not furnish. It is our 
purpose to refer to th e w ork in another 
departm ent hereafter, w ith a view of pre­ 
senting som e of the im portant facts con­ 
tained in it. “ Poor's M anual ” has, it m ay 
now be said, attained so high a standard of 
reliability th at it is not to be questioned, 
and is an invaluable volum e tor railroad 
m en, and we m ay add for political econo­ 
m ists and statisticians, w hile the m en of 
the business world will profit by its posses­ 
sion.

H ence the title of his 
book, “ H enry George vs. H enry George. 
A Review.” 
It is issued by D. A ppleton & 
Co., New Y ork, in paper covers. 
Mr. 
R utherford show s th at it requires but a 
carelul reading of Mr. George’s book— 
Progress and Poverty—to dem onstate that 
its au th o r defeats him self for, as he sa y s: 
It abounds in contradictions, anil no paits of 
it arc in more pronounced antagonism than hi* 
fundam ental principles. In treating his work, 
it is no part of the purpose to deny his "facts,’’ 
or refute his theories, tor all th a t lie docs him ­ 
self : and it is only necessary to b ing remote u t­ 
terances into relations of comparison, to show, 
that all he builds up at one time, he pulls down 
at another. And the clearest conclusion of nil 
is, that the practical result—the inevitable con­ 
sequence—of his leading propositions and fav­ 
orite maxim s, would be th at very poverty he so 
vividly depicts, so pathetically deprecates aud 
seeks to “ a b o l i s h t o abolish by methods 
w hich lead directly to violence and revolution : 
revolution without alteration of the nature of 
m an, or the couditior.s of the struggle for exist­ 
ence, or alvolition of that disparity of gifts and 
powers which set up aud perpetuate inequality 
in all the affairs and conditions of life. 
Equal­ 
ity is a dream that can never be realized. Aud 
it is as undesirable as it is impossible. All va­ 
riety is but a kind of inequality. It is the 
ground ol contrast, the prim e condition of indi­ 
viduality. 
There m ust always be great and 
sm all, rich and poor, strong and weak. To pre­ 
vent the abuse of power, to bring ull more and 
more under the dom inion of love and justice, is 
the mission of the philanthropist uud reformer. 
It is excellent 
To have a giant's strength ; but it is tyrannous 
To use it like a giant.”

The note was handed to Mrs. W arner, 
who paid no attention to his strong appeal. 
She declined to visit him in his cell, or give 
him any comfort by replying to his note. 
She evidently thought her broken head and 
lacerated flesh were hurting her quite as 
m uch as was his confinement in his lonely 
cell, hurting him, and if his “ heart was 
bleeding” she thought that the flow of 
blood should not be stopped.

A change of 
the present site of the bridge would entail 
a large and onerous tax upon the citizens 
of our county, and could surely subserve 
no good purpose. The road on Twelfth 
street to the bridge has been used since the 
city of Sacramento had an existence, and 
to make or even suggest a change, so im ­ 
practicable in its nature at this late day, 
bears upon its face the utter absurdity of 
such a proposition.”

T h e R app C ourt-M artial—A N ew B oard 
o f E xam in ers—Co. A*» E lection . 
A large roll of documents, being the tes­ 
tim ony taken by the Court of Inquiry at 
Nevada City and at the Court-martial held 
in this city last August, will be forwarded 
to General Headquarters, State of Califor­ 
nia, to-day, for the final action of Adjutant" 
General Orton. The proceedings, findings 
and sentence of the Court-martial have been 
approved by the Brigadier-General, but 
Captain Rapp will have the right ol appeal 
to 
the 
Cotnmander-in-Chief, 
Governor 
W aterman, at any time within twenty days. 
The sentence o f'the Court, of which Major 
C. H . Hubbard was President, and Major 
F. D. Ryan Judge-Advocate, is that Captain 
John A. Rapp be dismissed from the serv­ 
ice, which means a dishonorable discharge, 
hut does not carry with it that degree of 
degradation that "cashiering” does. The 
testimony taken before the Court is very 
voluminous, aud the proceedings seem to 
have been conducted in a thorough and 
conscientious manner by the officers de­ 
tailed to act. This trial was based on the 
report of a Committee of Inquiry, sent to

There were 
many witnesses from Nevada City present 
at the Court-martial, aud their expenses, to­ 
gether with the stenogiaphers bill and the 
expenses of the Board of Inquiry, will foot 
up several hundred dollars. The rules and 
regulations of the National Guard of this 
State provide that the officer ordering the 
Court-martial shall, within fifteen days 
from the tim e the decision of the Court is 
submitted to him, approve or disapprove 
the findings, sentence, etc. A much greater 
period than this has elapsed, but whether 
this will invalidate the proceedings or not, 
is a m atter for the Commander-in-Chief to 
determine. 
If Company C’s members had 
insisted on their right to demand a m onth­ 
ly statement of their finances, this trouble 
would have been averted.

A ttem p ted O u trage. 
Thursday evening, about 9 o’clock, Mrs. 
G. L. Sledge, a married woman and a late 
urrival in this city, was assaulted by a 
young m an of this city named Jam es T. 
McNiff. with intent, she states, to commit 
rape. The woman’s side of the story is 
that McNiff accosted her on the street and 
claimed that he was detailed by the Chief 
of Police to arrest her on the charge that 
she was illegally married.

T h e R apid In crea se ot P ostal R eceip ts 
and D eliv ery in S acram en to. 
There is perhaps no one thing that indi­ 
cates so unmistakably the prosperitv or 
retrogression of a city as the transactions 
and volume of business at its Postoffice. 
Applying to this source for information 
upon the commercial condition ot Sacra­ 
mento, the most gratifying results are seen. 
There is a constant and rapidly augment­ 
ing increase in both the financial receipts 
of the office and of the volume of mail 
m atter received and forwarded. This has 
been shown by the m onthly statements 
published in these columns) bnt a brief 
comparison between the figures of 1886 
and those of the present year will give still 
greater point to the fact's and enable the 
reader to more clearly realize the degree of 
prosperity which we are really enjoying. 
In a commercial sense, it is specially "grat­ 
ifying to see the large increase in the monev 
transactions through the ofliee, and the 
activity of business and increase of popula­ 
tion is indicated by the large augmentation 
of letters and printed m atter received, and 
that sent abroad. 
The following comparison of the busi­ 
ness of the office for the month of October, 
1886, and October. 1887, will serve to illus­ 
trate the facts. The registered letters re­ 
ceived during October, 1886, were 183, 
while in October, 1887, there were 269, an 
increase of about 47 per cent. 
In October, 
1886, there were 45,824 letters delivered 
here, while in 1887, there were 52,997, an 
increase of 7,173. In October, 1886, there 
were 7,487 postal cards delivered, and in 
1887, 8,335. 
Newspapers, circulars, etc., 
1,406 for 18S6, and 32,649 in 1887. 
Of letters collected and forwarded from 
this postoffice, there were 37,674 iu October, 
1887, as against 32,779 in 1886, an increase 
of 4,895. Postals collected and forwarded, 
.412 in October, 1SS6, and 6 389 in 1887. 
The newspapers, etc., collected in 1886, 
were 2,624, and 1887, there were 3,391. 
The total num ber of pieces handled bv 
carriers in October, 1886, was 124,715, and 
in October, 1887, it was 141,701, or an in­ 
crease of 16,986, for a single month. 
This is a rem arkable showing and fur­ 
nishes a basis upon which to estimate the 
prosperity and rapid growth of the city. 
In addition to the foregoing figures as to 
m atter handled by the Postoffice force, the 
receipts of postal revenue are even more 
striking and furnish more substantial proof 
of our general prosperity. The total re­ 
ceipts for October, 1S86, were $4,114 96 ; for 
October, 1887, they were $5,012 24—a cash 
increase of $897 28, or nearly 22 per cent. 
There was also a large prior increase, be­ 
tween the years 1SS5 and 1886, and when it 
is remembered that there has been no in­ 
crease in the num ber of employes allowed 
by the Government beyond "the regular 
force of two years ago, "it will be readily 
seen that an early addition to the present 
force will soon become a necessity, ana as 
the salary for the office is determined by 
the receipts, a higher allowance will no 
doubt soon be made, as it should be.

TEACHERS’ INSTITUTE. 


T he T each ers or th e 1'ublic Sellouts M ust 
A tten d Its Session s. 
The Sacramento County Teachers’ Insti­ 
tute will be held at the Capital Grammar 
School, Tenth and P streets, Wednesday, 
November 9th, commencing at 9 a. m. It 
will continue Thursday and Friday. Dur­ 
ing the session all the schools in the county 
will be closed, and every teacher is ex­ 
pected to be in attendance. In many coun­ 
ties, and in Sacramento especially, teachers 
do not like to attend the sessions of the 
Institute, and in m any instances they fail 
to put in an appearance. This is all wrong; 
they are all p aid ‘for their time, except 
thosen ot actually engaged in teaching, and 
they have no more right to absent them ­ 
selves from the Institute than they have 
from their school-room. County Superin­ 
tendent Howard is determined that there 
shall be a full attendance. The question 
was submitted to State Superintendent 
H oitt a few days ago, whether teachers 
could act on their pleasure in this matter, 
and he answered, “ Most certainly not.” 
He referred his interviewer to Section 1560 
of the Political Code, which rcadsj as fol­ 
lows : 
S ection' 1560. W henever the num ber of school 
districts in any county is tw enty, or more, the 
County Superintendent m ust hold at least one 
Teachers’ Institute in each year; and every 
teacher employed in a public school in the 
county m ust attend such Institute and partici­ 
pate in its proceedings. 
Mr. H oitt added that he thought the law 
was plain. There was no mistaking its 
language, and a teacher who thought he or 
she knew it all, aud would not attend the 
Institutes, whero they can have an inter­ 
change of ideas and learn much that would 
be of value to them in their profession, 
should be punished. 
W hen asked what was the penalty for 
non-attendance, Mr. Hoitt read subdivision 
six of Section 1543 of the Political Code, as 
follows: 
The Superintendent m ust preside over Teach­ 
ers' Institutes held in his countv, and to report 
to the County Board of Education the nam es of 
all teachers in the county who fail to attend 
regularly the sessions of the Institute. 
Now, added the State Superintendent, a 
person who willfully violates this law is 
guilty of unprofessional conduct, and if 
the County Board of Education does its 
duty they will revoke the certificates of all 
such teachers. He intim ated that he be­ 
lieved this law would be enforced at the 
coming Institute in this county, and if it 
was, the Board of Education would be sus­ 
tained in their action. 


C lunie O pera H ou se. 
Hoyt’s farce-comedy, “ A Rag Baby,” 
was played last night to a crowded gallery 
and the lower sections but one-third filled. 
It was a mistake of H oyt’s agents to charge

In overhauling and rearranging the old 
letters and miscellaneous papers in the 
office of the Secretary of State, says the 
Springfield, 111., Journal of August* 25th, 
Captain J. M. Adair lately found the orig­ 
inal letter making the requisition of the 
President of the United States (Franklin 
Pierce) on the Governor of the State of 
Illinois (Joel A. Mattisoi»), for troops to 
assist in the infamous work of forcing 
slavery upon the people of Kansas against 
their will. 
Few people seem to know that 
such a requisition was ever made, and it 
appears highly probable that John Hay 
and John G. Nicolay were ignorant of the 
existence of the letter, as they nowhere 
refer to it in the somewhat extended dis­ 
cussion of the Kansas difficulty embodied 
in their “ Life of Lincoln ” now running 
through the Century Magazine. The letter, 
which bears the autograph signature of 
Jefferson Davis, as Secretary of War, is as 
follows:

Si r : To suppress insurrectionary com bina­ 
tions against the constituted Governm ent of the 
T erritory of Kansas, and to enforce the due ex­ 
ecution of the law against arm ed resistance, I 
am instructed by the President of the United 
.States to m ake lilis, his requisition, upon you 
for two regim ents of foot m ilitia to be furnished 
to Major General P. F, Smith, of the United 
States anny, com m anding the M ilitary Depart­ 
m ent of the West, w henever the exigencies of 
the public service shall induce him to call upon 
you lor tiie said troops, to be employed for the 
purposes above indicated, w ithin the lim its of 
said Territory. 
Flach regim ent to consist of one Colonel, one 
Lieuteuant-Celoncl, one Major, (the last nam ed 
to be taken from the Lieutenants of the regi­ 
ment), or,e Sergeant-M ajor and ten companies, 
each com pany to consist of one Captain, one 
First Lieutenant, one Second L ieutenant, four 
Sergeants, four Corporals, two m usicians aud 
seventy-four privates. 
General Smith w ill be instructed, w henever 
he may call upon you lor these troops, to detail 
an officer from his com m and to inspect aud 
m uster them into the service of the t’nited 
States at such points as m ay bo designated by 
your Excellency. Very respectfully your obe­ 
dient servaut.

Secretary of War. 
His Excellency, the Governor of Illinois. 
In commenting 011 this letter the same 
paper says: ‘’This remarkable paper bears 
date Septemlier J, 1850, about two months 
before the election of James Buchanan to 
the Presidency over John ('. Fremont, and

Franklin Pierce, then President of the 
United States. This was at a time when 
the excitement 011 the Kansas-Nehra.ska 
question was at its bight, and when the 
Republican party was marshaling its hosts 
to resist the extension of slavery. At the 
date mentioned the ‘ Border-Ruffians ’ of 
Missouri were in virtual jxjssession of the 
Government (such as it was) of the Terri­ 
tory of Kansas, and the object of the call 
was to sustain thorn in their usurped au­ 
thority. 
The ‘insurrectionary combina­ 
tions’ to lie resisted were legitimate emi­ 
grants from New England aud other free 
States, who went to Kansas prepared to 
protect themselves, pnqtosing to make 
their homes permanently in that Territory, 
and who were in favor of making it a free 
State.

T h ey A re o f M uch M ore F req u en cy T han 
F orm erly. 
Reviewing the past, says Governor L ong 
in the Forum for November, it is not easy 
to find in stan ces where a veto has worked 
anything approaching irreparable harm, 
or v.-here the President exercising it may 
not 1 e regarded as acting in harmony with 
his convictions and political principles, 
certainly with his sincere prejudices. On 
the other hand Grant’s opportune veto of 
the Senate currency bill was one of the 
essential ste(is in that splendid financial 
policy which saved the nation from the 
perils of irredeemable paper money and 
strengthened its credit beyond all prece­ 
dent in history. Seven times did Presi­ 
dent Hayes, one of the least popular and 
most meritorious of the presidential line, 
interpose his veto when Congress, with a 
hostile majority, undertook to starve the 
Executive into submission by insisting on 
accompanying every appropriation for the 
maintenance of the Government with riders 
removing the safeguards that had been 
thrown around elections in the recon­ 
structed Southern States. These vetoes, 
like Andrew Johnson's veto of the tenure 
of civil office hill, which became a law not­ 
withstanding his objections, arc interest­ 
ing examples of what the framers regarded 
as the first and most important function 
of the veto, to wit, resistance to the en­ 
croachments of the legislative power—a 
power against which they, mindful of the 
tyranny of majorities, especially attempted 
to guard, by resorting to all sorts of checks, 
such as two congressional branches differ­ 
ing ¡11 their constituencies, numbers and* 
lengths of term s; such also as the juris­ 
diction of the Supreme Court over cases 
arising under the Constitution and laws of 
the United States, and especially by lodg­ 
ing a limited veto in the President.' 
It is a power which is likely to he exer­ 
cised more and more freely than at first. 
The delicacy with which the early Presi­ 
dents resorted to it is a thing of the past. 
Even grim Jackson pales before Johnson, 
his brother Tennessean, in the nunil>cr and 
obstinacy of his vetoes. The latter, also 
Hayes, Grant and Arthur, exercised the 
power freely, and all on the broadest pos­ 
sible grounds—often on the bold ground 
that there was “ no necessity- tor” the 
measure proposed; again, as when there 
was question of the admission of Colorado 
or Nebraska as a .State, that the time had 
not come when for the people of the Terri­ 
tory its admission was wise, not in their 
opinion, but the President’s; or again, that 
the propped hill was injurious to the bank­ 
ing system. As the business of the coun­ 
try increases, as legislation piles up its 
bills still higher, and as the whole social 
and political network grows more compli­ 
cated in its demands and conflict of inter­ 
ests and its multiplicity of inferences, more 
and more will he the necessity of cutting 
Gordian knots with the swift, sharp edge 
of a single blow, and of having an Execu­ 
tive brave enough to take the responsibil­ 
ity- of interposing his veto in order to se­ 
cure the sober second legislative thought, 
yet wise enough to do so only when the 
essential interests of the people justify the 
wielding of so keen a weapon, but not its 
dulling with too frequent use in cutting 
stubble.

W e have another disturbing elem ent in 
th e negro population, a large portion of 
w hich is unfitted for a republican govern­ 
m ent by ignorance and social debasem ent, 
bu t fortunately free from th e violence and 
turbulence of" th e lower class of im m i­ 
grants. 
T his degradation is fast being re­ 
moved by education and th e am bition in ­ 
spired by freedom. 
T he latter is shown 
by* the form ation of th e A fro-A m erican 
League for the protection of the blacks, 
especially in the Southern States, and the 
advancem ent of th eir interests and influ­ 
ence. 
T his idea originated w ith M r. F or­ 
tune, th e editor of th e New York Freeman. 
Few are aw are of th e progress of negro 
education. 
W e have already 16,000 col­ 
ored teachers. 
In th e Southern States 
alone there are said to l>e 1.000,000 of 
pupils—in th e m ale and 
female high 
schools, 10,000. 
T here are sixty norm al 
schools, fifty colleges and 
universities, 
tw enty-five theological sem inaries, and in 
th e churches 3,000,000 worshipers. 
T he 
colored population pays taxes 011 from 150 
to 200 m illions of dollars. 
T he black race will be free from slavery 
at th e close of th is century. 
T he B razilian 
P arliam ent passed a law for gradual em an­ 
cipation in 1871, w hen there were about 
2,000,000 slaves. 
In 1885 th e num ber was 
reduced to 1,200,000, and m easures have 
been introduced to hasten th e com pletion 
of em ancipation. 
In C uba slavery seems to be at an end. 
T he Q ueen R egent of Spain has signed a 
decree freeing the Cuban slaves, some 300,­ 
000, from th e rem ainder of th e ir term 
qf 
servitude. 
T he 
work 
thus 
con­ 
sum m ated, 
began 
in 
1869, 
w hich 
provided 
for 
th e 
conditional 
em an­ 
cipations 
of 
certain classes of slaves 
in Cuba, and for th e paym ent of recom ­ 
pense to th e owners of th e m en and women 
liberated. 
From th e first, slave-owners 
have been paid for th e ir slaves. 


A T r e e C o v e r in g M a n y A c r e s .— T he 
banyan tree is one of th e rem arkable pro­ 
ducts of th e East Indies. Its life is usually 
begun from a m inute seed dropped by some 
bird upon some other plant, such as the 
w ild date, w hich it crushes as it grows. 
E very branch from th e m ain body throw s 
out its own roots, w hich constantly th ick ­ 
ening, descend to the ground several yards 
below, where they strike in, increase to 
large trunks, and send out new branches 
from th eir tops, w hich in tu rn repeat the 
process. 
T he Botanic G arden at C alcutta, 
contains a great banyan, now about a cen­ 
tury old, w hich has a parent tru n k 42 feet 
in circumference, 232 root-trunks ranging 
from a few inches to a foot around, w ith a 
vast leafy crown 857 feet in circumference. 
N ear th e h ill fprt of W ysatgarh, in the 
Bombay presidency, is a banyan whose top 
in 1882 m easured 1,587 feet in circum fer­ 
ence. 
O ther specim ens greatly exceed 
even this prodigious size, single trees I*?- 
ing said to cover th irteen acres. 
T he 
famous banyan under w hich A lexander the 
G reat stopped, on th e hanks of th e N er- 
budfla, once sheltered 7,000 men, and when 
seen by Forbes a generation ago, though 
m uch reduced in size by floods, was still 
nearly 2,000 feet in circum ference, and had 
m ore th a n 3,000 trunks. 


C i g a r e t t e s a n d E y e s i g h t .—T h eg reat- 
est enem y to th e eyes of young men is the 
cigarette. R ecently a disease has appeared 
am ong smokers w hich is dangerous, and 
after careful investigation th e best of au­ 
thorities. who for a long tim e were at a 
loss to understand th e peculiar m alady, 
have traced it to th e sm all paper-covered 
tobacco sticks. 
I t Ls now known as the 
“ cigarette eye,” and can be cured only by 
a long treatm ent. 
Its sym ptom s are dim ­ 
ness and a filni-iike gathering over the 
eye. w hich appears and disappears at in te r­ 
vals. 
If young men continue to smoke 
cigarettes excessively they m ay expect to 
be afflicted by th is troublesom e disease, and 
it is tii't relieved by spectacles

S e c o n d -H a u d C orks. 
T he Boston Journal of Health alludes to 
a subject w hich was discussed in th e last 
issue of th e American Anahjst in tlie follow­ 
ing term s, under the heading of “ A Com­ 
mon Abuse.” 
W e uo not recall ever having seen a t­ 
tention draw n to th e fact th at very m any 
of th e so-called “ bottlers ” are using sec­ 
ond-hand corks, w hich are gathered up 
from saloons, ash-barrels a t th e “ dum p,” 
and elsewhere. 
These corks are sold by 
scavengers to dealers, who in turn dis|K>se 
of them to bottlers. 
A gain th ey do serv­ 
ice, and eventually find th eir way into 
filth and rubbish, to be gathered up for a 
second, and possibly a th ird tim e. 
Some­ 
body through whose hands they pass, of 
course washes them , and probably in acid, 
b ut those who are fam iliar w ith th e busi­ 
ness know they are not thoroughly cleaned, 
nor is it possible to clean them by the 
m eans used. 
It can readily be seen how 
m uch m ischief to health m ay he done in 
th is way. 
D uring th e sum m er season, 
especially, 
th ere is 
a 
great 
sale 
of 
carbonated 
drinks, 
such 
as 
ginger 
ale, 
cider, 
lem on 
soda, 
“tonics,” 
etc., and very m any bottlers of these 
beverages use, as stated, th e second-hand 
corks. 
T h at poisons and geins of disease 
m ay be transm itted by them all m ust agree 
who are fam iliar w ith th e ease w ith w hich 
such 
virulent 
agents are 
transported. 
Take, for instance, corks w hich have been 
used in bottles containing eroton oil or lin i­ 
m ents strong w ith aconite. 
Sufficient of 
poisons m ig h t rem ain w ithin th e corks put 
to such service, although they have been 
washed in th e way bottlers wiish them , to 
m ake ill a person d rinking from a bottle 
in w hich th ey had been used a second tim e. 
N o one would, know ingly, drink th e con­ 
tents of a bottle stoppered w ith a cork 
w hich had once been throw n into the filth 
of N orth street, possible after being for 
weeks in a room in w hich a child had been 
ill and died w ith d ip h th eria, or o th er infec­ 
tious disease. 
Those who buy bottle-goods 
from m any dealers are subjected to ju st 
such an indignity. 
It is b a rd to realize 
th at there are brutes so fiendish, they will 
run th e rish of poisoning th e ir fellow men 
for th e sake of saving a few pennies. 
Is 
there no lim it to h um an greed ? 


E x te n sió n o f A stro n o m y . 
A n interesting and im portant announce­ 
m ent is m ade hv a*i E nglish scientist, Dr. 
P ritch ard , of Oxford, w hich, if confirmed, 
w ill give a great deal of satisfaction to all 
who study th e evening skies. 
H e has suc­ 
ceeded in throw ing out his m easure-line to 
one of th e fixed stars. 
H ith erto m easure­ 
m ent lias virtu ally stopped w ith our own 
solar system. 
T he angles w hich form th e 
basis ol' calculation for th e rem oter stellar 
spaces are so iniinitisim al th a t hum an 
vision can take no certain and uniform cog­ 
nizance of them . 
U n til now science could 
only draw its great circle and s a y : W ithin 
th is th e m illions of suns w hich shine upon 
th e earth from all directions are n o t; how 
far they really are beyond 110 one can tell, 
only conjecture. 
B ut now comes th e ca­ 
m era,;! veritable new eye for science, as 
sensitive as th e optic nerve and a thousand 
timfes more steadfast and tireless, being able 
to hold its gaze upon th e m inutest object 
of search hour after hour, w ithout b link­ 
ing.

is w ith th is new eye th at Dr. 
P ritch ard has succeeded, as he" thinks, in 
reading th e infinitesim al figures on the 
m ilestone of star 61 Cygni. 
lie gives th e 
distance s fifty billions of miles, and re­ 
m inds us th a t this star is probably th e 
nearest to us of all th e bodies in space out­ 
side of our own planetary system .— Home 
Journal.

A round m any of th e w atering- 
places in th e pine-forests of O regon and 
California th e trees of Pinas ponderosa may 
be seen stripped of th eir bark for n space 
of three or four feet near th e base of the 
trunk. 
T h is has been accom plished by 
cutting w ith a hatchet a lin e around the 
tree as high up as one could conveniently 
reach, and auother lower down, so th a t the 
bark, severed above and below, could be 
removed by strips. 
A t certain seasons of 
th e year a m ucilaginous film (the libur- 
num ) separates th e bark from th e wood of 
th e trunk. 
P a rt of th is film adheres to 
each surface and may l>e scraped off. 
T he 
resulting m ixture of m ucilage-cells and 
half-form ed wood is nutritio u s and not un­ 
palatable, so th at, as a last resort, it m ay 
be used as a defense against starvation. 
T he frequency w ith w hich signs of its h av ­ 
ing licen resorted to a re met w ith isa strik - 
ing indication of th e uncertainties and 
irregularities of th e supply departm ent 
am ong savages.— Hr. J . S. Newberry in 
Popular Science Monthly.

sor H uxley, th a t “even th e highest facul­ 
ties o f feeling and in tellect begin to germ i­ 
nate in lower forms of life.” B ut, how ever 
th at m ay be, certain it is, as Je a n Paul 
R ich ter writes, th at “ in th e h ig h er nature 
of every fully endowed m an there is an in ­ 
stinct of obligation or sense of responsi­ 
bility."

A b o lish th e B asem en t. 
T he above precautions, if not defective, 
guard a basem ent against dampness, and 
also against foul air, coal-gas, effluvia from 
privy-w ells and cess-[>ools, sewer-gas and 
the various exhalations of a not infre­ 
quently lilth-sodden soil, and it should not 
be forgotten th at an unhealthy basement 
usually means an u n healthy house. 
Pol­ 
luted air is sucked all over th e house bv 
th e rise of heated air from th e basement. 
If we m ust have basement? to live in, such 
safeguards should be enforced. 
B ut, for 
one, I wish to record my protest against 
our m odern liviug-cellar. 
A w ell-venti­ 
lated basem ent is alm ost an im possibility 
from its low level, and it is so difficult to 
get our ideal conditions perfectly execu­ 
ted, th at practically th ey are seld’om met 
w ith. 
I have seen a great m any cases of 
sickness w hich seemed to me due to base­ 
m ent-living, and m any cases of tubercu­ 
losis w hich seemed to have been there de­ 
veloped. 
T he last is particularly noticea­ 
ble among servant girls of foreign b irth. 
In the experience of physicians in somel 
sections, it is rare to find a servant girl liv ­ 
ing and w orking in a low basem ent who 
has good health, though previous to com­ 
ing to this country, and l>eing subjected to 
such conditions, good h ealth is stated to b* 
th e general rule. 
M any people have a t­ 
tacks o f sickness, following a tim e of ex­ 
posure in a basement, w ith great regular­ 
ity. 
W ould it not be better for house­ 
builders and architects to plan for dw ell­ 
ings b u ilt m ore above ground ? 
M ore of 
a lot has to lie sacrificed, but perhaps 
enough m ay lie saved in healthfulness and 
stair-clim bing to compensate for th e loss. 
C ity yards are of Flight value at best. 
A 
good cellar is gained bv such a change, 
and ujistairs dining-room s and kitchens are 
not only luxuries, but, it m ay lie argued, 
alm ost necessities— H r. IV. O. Stillman in 
Popular Science Monthly. 


T h e F inger-K ing. 
Of all th e ornam ents w ith w hich vanity, 
superstition and affection have decorated 
th e hum an form, few have m ore curious 
hits of history th an the finger-ring. 
From 
th e qarliest tim es th e ring has W en a fa­ 
vorite ornam ent, and th e reason? for this 
general preference shown for it over o th er 
articles of jew elry are num erous and co­ 
gent. 
O rnam ents whose place is on some 
portion of th e apparel, or in th e hair, m ust 
be laid aside w ith th e clothing or head­ 
dress ; are thus easily lost and often not at 
once missed. 
Pins, 
brooches, buckles, 
clasps, b u tto n s, a il sooner or later become 
defective in some p art, and are liable to es- 


' cape from an owner unconscious of th e de­ 
fect in th e m echanism . 
T he links of a 
necklace in tim e Wcome worn, and th e ar­ 
ticle is taken off to W m ended; th e spring 
or o th er fastening of a bracelet is easily 
broken, and th e bracelet vanishes. 
W ith 
regard to ornam ents fastened to parts of the 
savage body, m utilation is necessary, the 
ear m ust be bored, th e nose he pierced, the 
cheeks or lips W slit, and, even after these 
surgical operations are completed, th e a r­ 
ticles used for adornm ent are generally in ­ 
convenient, and sometimes, by th e ir w eight 
or construction, are extrem ely painful. In 
strik in g contrast w ith deeora'tions worn on 
the clothing, in th e hair, round th e neck 
and arms, or pendent from th e ears, lips 
and nose, is th e finger-ring, the m odel of 
convenience. 
It is seldom lost, for it need 
not W taKen off; requires no preparatory 
m u tilatio n of th e body, is not painful, is 
alw ays in view, a perpetual rem inder 
eith er of the giver, or of th e purpose for 
w hich it is worn. 
T he popularity o f the 
rin g m ust, therefore, he in large m easure 
due to its convenience, and th a t this good 
quality was early learned m ay W inferred 
from th e H ebrew tradition, w hich a ttrib ­ 
utes th e invention ot th is ornam ent to T u 
bal-Cain, the “ instructor of every artificer 
i n brass and iron.”— Popular Science Monthly 
for November.

T hree applications should m ake a 
perfect cure, even in aggravated cases.

THE BAIL&OA.D DEBT TO THE GOV- 
EBNKEKT. 


[R. F. Alta, November 31.] 
I. 
The tim e is near at hand when the 
bonds issued by the United States in aid of 
the Central and Union Pacific Railroad 
will begin to mature, and before that time 
arrives the Government ought to deter­ 
mine definitely what course it will pursue 
with respect to requiring payment by the 
companies of the debt represented by those 
bonds. 
Shall it pursue the role o f a harsh 
and exacting creditor, and rigidly insist 
upon payment of every dollar of principal 
and interest at m aturity? Or shall it 
adopt a inore generous polity and either 


engaged in an enterprise of such stupend­ 
ous proportions with such a mere pretense 
of Government aid ? 
Even without the 
1 requirement of absolute repayment of the 
money subsidy the Government aid was by 
no means sufficient to 
insure success. 
W hat wonder is it, then, th at cool-headed 
men regarded th e prospect as doubtful and 
anticipated th at still further aid would be 
necessary to carry the work through? 
W hat wonder is it tiial some of the shrew­ 
dest financiers in the country hesitated or 
refused to invest their money in such a 
hazardous undertaking? 
As we turn the time-stained, dingy 
pages of the Congressional Globe of a quar­ 
ter of a century ago and read the debates

services to the Government or the like? 
To reach a just and wise conclusion upon 
tli is point requires a careful consideration 
of the history of the debt, of the circum­ 
stances attending the issuance of the bonds, 
and of the understanding, express or im ­ 
plied, ujion which they were issued. 
We propose, therefore, in a series of ar­ 
ticles, of which this is the first, to discuss 
this subject chiefly from a historical point 
of view, and to show, from the Congres­ 
sional debates on the bills authorizing the 
hmds, and from other undoubted and un- 
dei. iablc hi. I.., th at to exact from the com­ 
panies absolute payment, at all events, of 
those bonds when due, would lie contrary 
to the expectations and intentions of the 
country at the time of their issuance, and 
that a generous policy in dealing with this 
question is the only just jiolicy. 
We pro­ 
pose to show that it was generally under­ 
stood when the Acts providing for the 
bonds were passed, that the corporations 
were to pay them only in transportation 
services to the Government and in the five 
per cent, of net earnings stipulated for in 
those Acts. 
We propose to show that in 
fact the companies have already more than 
paid the bonds in the saving to the Gov­ 
ernment upon transportation which they 
have effected. 
This is a question of vital consequence 
to the people of California, especially so far 
as the Central Pacific Company's propor­ 
tion of that debt is concerned. They have 
an immediate, personal, financial interest 
in it. 
If the Central Pacific Company is 
required to pay that debt, or its proportion 
of it, it must get the money out of its 
traffic to reimburse it. 
It will simply ad­ 
vance the money, and its patrons must pay 
it finally, principal and interest, with 
further interest to the company for the ad­ 
vance. 
To impose the debt upon the 
company is to impose it upon those who 
do business over the road. It is to increase 
by that amount, with interest, to cost of 
the service of the company to its custom­ 
ers, without any corrcsqvending increase or 
improvement of the service. 
It is to re­ 
quire that, for years to come, every immi­ 
grant to this coast who travels by that 
road ; every passenger who goes or comes 
by it; every pound of merchandise that it 
brings to us. and every pound of our pro­ 
ducts that it carries away, shall pav toll to 
discharge that debt. 
Leaving the Union Pacific out of the 
ease entirely, to require the Central Pa­ 
cific Company to pay its proportion of 
those bonds will impose a tax of $75,000,­ 
000 or $80,000,000 on the patrons of that 
company’s road. 
The Central 
Pacific 
Company’s proportion of the principal of 
the bonds is, in round numbers, $28,000,­ 
000, upon which the interest for thirtv 
years, at 0 per cent will aggregate about 
$50,000,000. 
Deducting what has already 
lveen paid in Government transportation, 
etc., and allowing the company interest on 
the advances necessary to pay the residue, 
would bring the aggregate yet to be paid 
by the patrons of the road, to discharge 
th a t debt, up to $75,000,000, if not beyond. 
The question as to w hether or not this 
stupendous impost shall he laid on the 
traffic over the Central Pacific road, to 
say nothing of the Union Pacific, is cer­ 
tainly one in which the people of the Pa­ 
cific coast may be expected to take a very 
warm interest. 
When it is remembered, 
too, that the construction of that road was 
a great national enterprise, and that it re 
ceived national aid on that ground, the 
attem pt to reimburse the nation for $75­ 
000,000 or $80,000,000 of that aid Ivy im­ 
posing it as a burden upon the business of 
the patrons of the road, becomes still more 
interesting. 
The people of California and 
of other States and Territories served by 
the road m ight well lve pardoned for o¡>- 
jvosing any such invidious imjvositkin, even 
if that hail been the declared intention 
when the debt was contracted. 
But we 
propose to show that nothing of the kind 
was intended or expected. 
t crtain facts siaud out prom inently in 
the Congressional debates of 1862 on the 
Pacific Railroad bill, which utterly forbid 
the supposition that absolute repaym ent 
of the money to be advanced by the Gov­ 
ernment could have Itecn designed or ex 
pected. 
Among these facts we may men­ 
tion : 
The admitted difficulty of the en­ 
terprise, the necessity of the moat liberal 
Government aid to carry it through, its 
general distrust of the success of the road 
as a business undertaking. 
W ith respect 
to the difficulty of it, indeed, it is curi­ 
ous 
and 
interesting, 
as well as 
structive, 
to observe how difficult 
was regarded then from the 
monly taken of it now in soi _ 
______ 
There are now multitudes of village finan­ 
ciers and ward statesmen in every part of 
the country who never tire of assuring us 
that the building of the first Pacific rail­ 
road, with the aid which was given Ivy the 
Government, was the easiest possilde un­ 
dertaking, and that “ anybody could lou- 
done at.” 
IIow different was the feeling in 3862, 
both in and out of Congress. 
W ith what 
appalling magnitude the enterprise then 
loomed up before the eyes of the country 
and how dubious seemed the prospect of 
success, even with the Government aid 
provided for in the Act which was then 
passed? 
No one whose opinion was worth 
considering would have dreamed of sug­ 
gesting that the aid promised was too Lilt- 
eral. 
The great fear was that the Govern­ 
ment was too grudging, and that it was not 
doing enough to enlist 
necessary 
pri­ 
vate capital in the work 
Except ’anion» 
the 
enthusiastic

others representing constituencies along 
the line of the road and dircctlv in­ 
terested 
in its success, the prevailing 
opinion

And us thorough friend of the enterprise 
would kave thought of insisting upon the 
absolute payment w ithout regard to th e 
profitableness of the enterprise or the in ­ 
comes of payment. Any such requirement, 
it was generally ameerstood, would defeat 
the road; and thgt result it would luce 
no doubt accomplished- 
Nor is it io lie wondered at that leading 
public men then regaided the building tiij 
this road as such a stupendous undertak­ 
ing. requiring /o r itsspcouss the aitmost lib­ 
erality in Government rid, or that they 
gravely doubted the jKXfcibiiity o f operat 
mg it profitably when completed without 
still further aid. 
There .was n(T'■parallel 
for such an enterprise in (lie hi story of 
railroad construction of that lim e. ’ To 
build a railroad entirely across the conti­ 
nent. over mountains almost im passible, 
through wilderness and desert, with no 
possibility, of local traffic to sustain it 
when built, unless the road itself should 
draw population after if. and tlm screate its 
own business, and yet to build it not wholly 
as a 
Government work, but partiv b’v 
private capital, which ooold be enlistad in 
the enterprise only by a prospect of profit, 
was indeed a task to tax the statesmanship 
of the natton. 
The laud grant proposed 
to be given was, of course, large in area, 
biit after-all it was a very unsubstantial 
sort of aid. 
Much of it would be utterly 
valueless without the road. 
JUw, then, 
coulu it aui in bunding the road f 
Kx- 
ccpt a small portion of ihe land, ihe mon­ 
ey sulisidy was, indeed, the onlv part of 
the Government aid which would be im­ 
mediately available in constructing the 
road. 
And if that was a mere loan abso­ 
lutely repayable at m aturity, without re­ 
gard to the success or failure of the road, 
it m ight in the event prove worse than no 
aid at all. 
If the road proved unsuccess­ 
ful the company would find itself in the 
end burdened with a del8 of many m ill­ 
ions for which it received a consideration 
of only seventy-five per cent., owing to the 
discount on the bonds, and with oe assets 
but a worthless land grant,and a non*aay- 
i»g yaijroad,

erous statesmanship which then guided 
our national affairs. 
Notwithstanding the 
perilous condition of the country the states­ 
men of that day, realizing the vital na­ 
tional importance of a transcontinental 
railroad, and the almost insurmountable 
difficulty of its construction, were willing 
to make every possible concession and sac­ 
rifice consistent with the other great inter­ 
ests com itted to their charge, to induce 
na n r f enterprise to undertake the work. 
It was a most critical period in our his­ 
tory. The smoke of civil war overspread 
the land with hourly deepening gloom. 
McClellan was engaged in his glorious but 
disastrous peninsular campaign. 
In that 
month of June, 1862, when the debate in 
the Senate on the Pacific Railroad bill 
took place, occurred 
those 
memorable 
“ Seven Days Battles," splendid with vic­ 
tory and yet endi ng in defeat. 
As Senators 
leaned from their seats and listened toward 
the South, in the pauses of the debate, they 
could almost hear the l>oom of cannon 
thundering :»t the gates of Richmond. 
The nation had GoO.OOO men in the field. 
Its ex penses were reckoned at $3,000,000 a 
day. 
Its notes and bonds were at a heavy 
discount in its own markets. 
Its credit 
was strained to its utmost tension. 
It had 
not a dollar to spare for any purpose not 
national and not of immediate and urgent 
necessity. 
The building of the Pacific 
Railroad w:ts recognized by all as an es­ 
sential national work. 
Its necessity was 
admitted by all to be present and pressing. 
The necessity of the "road had been 
brought into startling prominence by a 
sinister incident a few months licfore this 
hill was passed, which was mentioned in 
the course of the debate, 
it was stated 
that, during the controversy growing out 
of the “ T rent affair” in November, 1861, 
when war with England was imminent, 
orders were sent by the British Govern­ 
ment to the commander of her Majesty’s 
squadron in the Pacific to take possession 
of San Francisco im mediately upon a dec­ 
laration of war, 
It was realized by all 
th at if war had come not only San F ran­ 
cisco but the whole Pacific coast must have 
succumbed to the British arms before any 
adequate force could have been sent to re­ 
sist them, and that the English flag would 
have floated over the whole coast from 
Russian America to the Mexican line. 
A 
means of speedy communication and trans­ 
portation of armies, etc., between the A t­ 
lantic and the Pacific was thus proven to 
be a m atter of urgent national concern. 
In view of these facts, leading Senators 
and Representatives were willing to do all 
in their power to secure the prompt con­ 
struction of this great national highway. 
They were willing to give allneoessary aid 
to induce private capital to undertake the 
work. 
They were willing to give liberally 
of land, for without the road most of the 
land proposed to be given was worthless. 
They were willing to pledge the national 
credit to any reasonable amount and upon 
the easiest terms. 
They would have given 
the money outright if it had been neces­ 
sary and the condition of the national 
finances had admitted of it. 
As it was, 
they were willing to lend the national 
credit upon the term s of repaym ent in 
service and in a percentage of net earnings 
of the road. 
They would have done more 
if more had been necessary. The end in 
view was to secure the construction of the 
road at all hazards, and they were willing 
to do whatever was necessary and possible 
to accomplish th at end. 
Actuated as they 
were by these high and patriotic motives, 
realizing as they did the difficulty of the 
work, and believing, as most of them did, 
that the success of the road as a business 
venture would be doubtful at least for a 
tim e after it was constructed, they were in 
no mood to make a Shy lock bargain with 
those who should undertake the work and 
carry it through. 
The extracts of the debates, and from 
the proceedings of the two houses on this 
original Pacific Railroad bill which we 
propose to present in these articles will 
make it entirely clear th at the views, pur­ 
poses and anticipations aimve indicated 
were those which controlled the action of 
those bodies on this great measure and that 
they did not have and could not consist­ 
ently have had, any design or expectation 
that payment of these bonds, except in 
service and in the percentage of earnings 
mentioned, should or would ever be ex­ 
acted of the companies concerned. 
The 
bill itself, we think, showed this, but if it 
did not, we subm it that the intent and un­ 
derstanding of Congress upon this jioint at 
that time, as gathered from the debates, 
should have great weight now in deter­ 
mining whether or not the Government 
shall insist upon absolute payment of the 
bonds in full without regard to any of the 
equities claimed by the companies, 
n . 
In endeavoring to ascertain w hether or 
not it was intended or expected by the 
Congress which passed the Pacific Railroad 
Act of 1862, that the companies should at 
all events pay to the Government the prin­ 
cipal and interest of the bonds authorized 
by th at Act, otherwise than in the mode 
therein specifically provided, we have not 
the advantage of express declarations upon 
that point from all or any considerable 
nnmber of the members of either House. 
Very few of them expressed any opinions 
directly upon that subject. 
W e are com­ 
pelled, therefore, to rely upon the state­ 
ments of the views of "the few who did 
declare themselves upon that point, and on 
the fact that those views were expressly or 
tacitly assented to by others. 
In the Senate, besides some briefer occa­ 
sional declarations from others, we have, 
upon this subject, explicit, direct, clear, 
and often repeated statements of the opin­ 
ions of one who has always lieen regarded 
as one of the statesmen of’ widest, farthest 
and keenest view in th at body, one espe­ 
cially skilled in dealing with economic 
questions and questions of finance, haviug 
an extended and accurate acquaintance 
with railroad legislation and with the his­ 
tory of railroad enterprises in America, 
representing a constituency largely inter­ 
ested in enterprises of that sort, and one 
who, while lie lived, was acknowledged to 
be one of tlie wisest and safest leaders of 
his party— H enry Wilson, of Massachus­ 
etts. H e was one of the earliest and most 
.devoted friends of the Pacific railroad in 
Congress. 
H e was lor years before the bill 
■of J8Ü2 -.was passed a stanch and earnest 
supjiorter of every measure for the con­ 
struction of th at great work, which had 
•any m ent or gave any .promise of efficiency 
oi offered the faintest prospect of success. 
l i t .was frost first to-lest an ardent and 
consistent friend of toe bill of 1862—one of 
its ablest and roost effective champions. 
.And yet .Senator Wilcon openly and 
constM tly declared th at.h e did not expect 
that th e road would be a pcying enterprise 
after it aras b u lk perhaps, for many years, 
or until th e country through which it 
would pass grew so as to furnish a sustain­ 
ing traffic. 
H e firxnkly declared that he 
never expected tostr? the debt represented 
by the sulridy bund* paid by the com­ 
panies, and th at be did not believe the 
companies woeld be able to pay them , but 
that, on the contrary, tbey would require 
still further aid in order to complete the . 
road. 
H e favored the road, not I>eea-i.se it 
would, in his opinion, be a paying it“,'est- 
uen t, but because it was a work of national 
necessity, to consolidate and solidify d ie 
Union aud to furnish the means of promfg 
protection against external and internal 
foes 
the distant States and Territories of 
the Pacific coast. 
H e was in favor, there­ 
fore, of ik e utmost liberality and generos­ 
ity on the fvirt of the Government in deal­ 
ing with th e .constructors of the road, and 
was resolutely .opposed to every useless re­ 
striction or imposition which might deter 
men from investiljg their capital in the 
enterprise, or im pede their success after 
they had invested. 
,And in this he was 
the representative of thj* solid, conserva­ 
tive business sentim ent, ad well as the 
p atriotic feelings, not on ly p f h is own 


State, but of all Eastern States having no 
immediate conection with the road. 
We present here some extracts from Mr. 
W ilson’s remarks on the bill, at different 
stages, to show not only his friendship for 
the enterprise, and the lengths to which he 
was willing to go in its support, but also 
his want of faith in it as a money-making 
investment. 
In the course of the debate of June 17th 
Mr. Wilson said : 
I have little confidence in the estim ates made 
by Senators and m em bers ot the House of Kiq>- 
resentatives as to the great profits th at are to be 
m ade, and the im m ense business that is to he 
done by the road. 1 give no grudging vote in 
giving away either money or land. I would 
sink «00,000.003 to build the road, and do it 
most cheerfully, aad thiuk I had doue a groat 
thiug for my country if I could bring it about. 
W hat are «5,000,000 or $100,000,000 in opening a 
railroad across the central regions of this conti­ 
nent that shall connect the people o f the Pacific 
and Atlantic, and bind us together! Nothing. 
As to the lands I do not grudge them . 
* 
* 
* 
I tell you these grants of lands to these mads 
are no such great things alter all. I hope they 
will m ake money out of it. I think, however, it j 
is but a sm all contribution by this Government | 
jo r the great object in view. 
1 am willing to give this am ount, or double 
this am ount of laud if it w ill aid in com pleting i 
this road. 
If anyone im agines that putting 
money into these roads is to bring great returns. 
I think they will begreatly m istaken. Anybody 
who has studied the railroad interests of this 
country, who has exam ined the condition of 
the various railroads of the country and knows 
how they are situated, w hat their business of 
every kind aud description has been, and has 
exam ined the value of th eir stock, knows that 
the railroad business as a whole in this country 
is no very profitable undertaking 
I want to be 
as liberal iu money. I w ant the bill to be so 
‘ framed and guarded in the provisions for the 
money we shall give. I w ant to give that quan­ 
tity of laud, and I w ant it all so arranged in 
this bi t thut w hen we have passed the bill we 
shall lecl th at we are to have a raiiroad. If by 
the liberality of this Governm ent, either by 
money or mud, we can induce capitalists to put 
in the money necessary to com plete this road, 
we shall have achieved som ething for the coun­ 
try. 
How resonantly those words ring out 
above the shrill screech of the penny- 
whistle “ statesmen” of to-day, who get 
their living by raving against railroads 
and the builders of them. 
But as still 
more aptly illustrating the feeling of the 
statesmen of those times on this question, 
and directly showing that it was not the 
intention or the expectation that the roads 
should pay the money advanced at all 
events or otherwise than by services, etc., 
we quote again from Mr. Wilson in a sub­ 
sequent speech on the same day. 
H e said: 
As to the security the United States takes on 
this road, I would not give ihe paper it is w rit­ 
ten on for the whole of it. I do not suppose it 
is ever to come back iu auy form except doing 
iu the road the business we need, carrying our 
m ails and m unitions of war. 
1 vote ior the bill 
w ith that expectation and that understanding. 
The idea of security to the Goverumcnt of the 
United States fur the advance of this money, 
the idea that it is ever to be paid back to trie 
United States, I consider as visionary as any­ 
thing that could be uttered m the Congress of 
the United States. Iu my judgm ent we ought 
not to vote for the bill with the expectation or 
w ith the understanding thut this money which 
we advance for this road is ever to come back 
into ihe Treasury of the United States. I vote 
for the bill w ith the expectation that all we get 
out id the road—and 1 tiiink th at is a great deal 
—will be the m ail carrying and Uie carrying of 
m unitions of war, aud such things as the Gov­ 
ernm ent m ay need, and I vote for it most 
cheeriuliy w ith th at view. 
In reply to this Mr. Howe, of Wiscon­ 
sin, said th at if he did not expect to get 
the money back he “ should find great 
difficulty in voting for the bill.” 
The 
best commentary on this remark is the 
fact that Mr. Howe, of Wisconsin, was one 
of the five Senators who finally voted 
against the bill. 
Mr. W ilson answered 
M r. Howe as follows: 
I will say to the Senator of Wisconsin that I 
have expressed this opinion deliberately. 
I 
have studied thcrailro :d system ofthis country, 
and its condition, and I make the prediction 
here to-day, and iet it go upon the record, that 
the m an is not born in this country, nor is there 
born the grandfather of the m an in this coun­ 
try, who will ever see this nation get back this 
money. It is an impossibility. 
The m ad will 
never be worth it. 
1 am for a railroad. 1 am 
for m aking this gram . 
1 am for taking some 
security on the bed ot the road. On the rolling 
stock ot the rood I would uot take anv security, 
and I would go further than tin t, an'd I would 
provide in this bill that this road should never 
be mortgaged to anybody but the Govern­ 
m ent of the U nited States. 
I w aut the men 
who go into the enterprise to put their money 
iu it, and not to borrow monev and give 
mortgages on w hat the Governm ent of the 
S t ......................... 


WEATHER COMPARISON FOR OCTOBER, FROM 1879 TO 1887. 


The weather for October was exceedingly pleasant and fine, more so than usual—that 
is, the average temperature was above the normal by about 6°. It is the second time in 
eleven years that the highest temperature reached 90° and above. There were four days 
in 1885, the highest being 1)8° : and four days this month, the highest being 92°. 
It is 
nothing unusual for the month to pass without having a light frost. 
Out of a record of 
eleven years there were light frosts during six years and no frost during five years. Those 
which gave light frosts were 1877, two; 1878, one; 1881, three: 1882, eig h t; 1883, ten, 
and 1884, three. No frost reports in 1879, 1880, 1885, 1886 or 1887 by the Signal Service 
records. The lowest temperature, from the same records, during eleven years was 30°, 
in 1881. The average total velocity of wind for October in ten years past was 3,S12 miles, 
while this month gave 4,624 miles, or 812 miles in excess of the average—in fact, this 
month gave more wind by 86 miles than was ever before recorded by the Signal Service 
since 1877, when observations were first begun. 
R a in f a l l.—This is the ninth tim e out of thirty-nine years upon which not a drop of 
raiu has faften during the m onth of October. Out of eight years, there were two of 
them followed by an extremely dry season—viz: October, 1S5Ó, the season’s rainfall 
being oniy 4.71 inches, and October. 1863, followed by a season’s rainfall of 7.79 inches. 
Two years with no rain iu October were followed by a moderate rainfall—viz: 1855, 
season’s rainfall, 13 76 inches, and 1868, with 16 64 inches: and four years with no rain 
in October were followed by large rainfalls, viz: 1852, 30 36 inches rainfall; 1859, 22.06 
inches; 1867, 32.79 inches, and 1880, with 20.07 inches. This last one (1880) there was 
not a drop ot rain until the two last days in November, when .05 of an inch was preciD- 
itated; but was followed in December by 11.81 inches, and January, 18S1. 0.14 inches, 
and February, 5.56 inches. The highest water ever recorded was during the latter 
month (February) when 26 feet 7 inches was the higlit of the river, on February 4,1881. 
It is. therefore, possible if no rain fails before December of this year, that we m ight be 
flooded out before March. A rainless, or dry October is no criterion to judge whether 
our coming season is to be one of drought or one with a deluge. 


United States does for th e m ; w anting them to 
put their money into it, I am against driving a 
hard bargain w ith them . I do not w ant to do 
anything in this bill th at sliail prevent m eu 
putting their monev into this road. On the 
contrary, I w ant to invite the capitalists of the 
country to invest their money in the road and 
finish it. 1 do not expect aity of our money 
back. 1 believe th at no m an can exam ine this 
subject and come to the eonclu-iou that it will 
come back in any other way than is provided 
for in the bill, and that provisions for the carry­ 
ing of the m ails and doing certaiu other work 
for the Governm ent ot th e United States. In 
that way we are to get our com pensation, aud 
in iny judgm ent it will be am ple and complete, 
but the Idea that the Slii.OOO or the $4s,<Xrt per 
m ile we put into the road Is ever to be received 
back into the treasury of the United States, is 
as visionary as anything that ever entered the 
brain of m an. 
These remarks of this far-sighted states­ 
man indicate that he at feast did not think 
it reasonable to expect or right to exact, 
absolute repaym ent of the money advanced 
by the Government, otherwise than by the 
services provided for in the hill itself. 
He 
thought that would lie “ ample ” repay­ 
ment. 
The whole tenor of the discussions in 
the House and Senate shows th at this was 
the general view, although not so openly 
declared by others as by Senator Wilson. 
This was the understanding and expecta­ 
tion upon wltich the hill was passed. 
It 
should, therefore, in all honor and good 
conscience, have a large influence in the 
adjustment of m atters between the com­ 
panies and the Government, even though 
the words of the Act may adm it of a 
harsher construction against the companies. 
If the builders of this road were entitled 
to the generous consideration and treat­ 
m ent of the nation, and of its Legislature, 
before they had built a rod of the road, or 
invested a dollar in it, in order to induce 
them to make the investment, how much 
more are they entitled to it now that they 
have made the investment and completed 
the road.

I t P a y s to T i i i n k .—A striking in­ 
stance of the extent to which labor-saving 
machinery is carried nowadays, says the 
Turbia!rial Journal, is shown in the tin-can 
industry. 
Everybody knows th at tin cans 
are manufactured by- machinery. 
One of 
the machines used in the process solders 
the longitudinal seams of the cans at the 
rate of fifty a minute, the cans rushing 
along in a continuous stream. 
Now, of 
course a drop or two of solder is left on the 
can. 
The drop on the outside can easily 
be cleaned away, but it is not so easily to 
secure the drop left on the inside. 
It 
wouldn’t do, of course, to retard the speed 
of the work—better waste the d ro p ; it is 
only a trifle anyhow, and to 99 men in 100 
it would not seem worth a minute’s atten­ 
tion. 
The hundredth man worked for a 
firm using one of these machines, and he 
set about devising an ingenious arrange­ 
ment for wiping the inside of the can, 
thereby saving that drop of solder and 
leaving none to come in contact with the 
contents of the can. 
H e was encouraged 
by his employers to [latent his indention, 
did so, and has already received several 
thousand dollars in royalties for its use. 
As the machine solders 20,000 cans a day, 
th e 
solder 
saved 
by 
his 
invention 
amounted to $15 a day.
